‘SHOT HIS DAUGHTER] 


Brantford Streat the Scene of a 
Trag dy Gn Saturday. 


VICTIM OF PARENTAL SPLEEN 


Failing te Scoure His Daughter's Mar- 
riage to a Wealthy Armenian tho 
Father Shoots Her and Then Turns 
the Weapon on Himsclf—Suit- 
or Said to Have Encouraged 
the Shooting and Is Arrested. 


l Brantford, Oct. 2.—In less than an 
hour after the two murderers, Bennett 
and Doyle, had received thelr death 
sentences, and within two blocks of the 
Court House Stself, a double tragedy oc- 
curred Saturday morning, by which a 
father shot his daughter and then 
turned the revolver on himself, 

Both were shot through the heart. 

Friday evening a young Armenian 
gin, Vartanoosh Kasparian, married 
‘Vaban Sefarlan. Tho ceremony was 
objected to by her father. Saturday 
morning the couple were walking out 
on Wellington street, near the Goold, 
Shepley & Muir wind mill works, ac- 
companied by a boy 6 years old. 

When half way up the hill the father 
of the girl, ar Iasparian, who 
had been walking on the opposite side 
of the strect, ran across and fire twice 
at the girl. One bullet plerced her side 
and the other her lungs. He aitempt- 
ed to fire at the other man, but the re- 
volver only snapped, and this gave 
Sefarian and the boy time to run 
around a corner and escape. 

The father then turned the revolver 
on himself, shooting himself through 
the heart. ; 

“Oh, my God! that was my father,” 
cried the girl in her awful agony, but 
the terrible injuries soon took away 
consciousness as she lay on the ground 
with her life blood staining her white 
blouse. ‘She was removed to the hos- 
pital. 

Sefarian, the husband of the murder- 
ea girl, was arrested shortly after, as 
was also a companion of the father 
named Siamosian, who egged on the 
father to do the deed. 

It is alleged that the father was an- 
gered because the girl married Sefar- 
jan against his wishes, Siamosian be- 
ing the favored suitor in the father’s 
eyes because of Siamosian's money. 

Murderer King Hanged.

MAKEIT EASY FOR FOREIGNER 


What Ministry Expects From Busi- 
ness Men of the Country—To In- 
crease Export Trade to Cope With 
Japan's Indebtedness Abroad— 
Government to Consider Ex- 
tension of Communication. 


Tokio, Oct. 2,—Baron Kiyoura, min- 
ister of agriculture and commercs, ad- 
dressing the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce to-day, said the government 
was considering the improvement and 
extension of the méans of communti- 
cation, and carrying.power by land and 
water, and also lower transportation 
rales:

M. Sakatani, the assistant Minister

The business men, he added, were 
expected to exert thelr best efforts lo 
increase the export trade, maintain- 
ing the credit abroad and encourage 
frugality so as to cope with Japan's 
increased Indebtedness abroad. 

Business Activity In Japan. 

Tokio, Oct. 2—A sharp rise in 
prices took place again yesterday 
morning in the local stock market, 
with every indication that business 
activity will gradually overcome the 
depression caused by the treaty of 
peace. 

The new alliance with Great Bri- 
tain has inspired a feeling of perfect 
confidence in the future tranquility of 
the situation if commercial circles, 
and that activity is expected soon in 
all lines of business. 

A New Loan Probable. 

London, Oct. 3.—Koretiyo Takahas- 
hi, the financial agent of Japan, who 
shortly returns to America, says there 
is no definite project for a new Jap- 
anese loan, mor haye steps been tak- 
en for the conversion of the old loans. 
He anticipated, however, that the fin- 
ancial program to be submitted to the 
coming session of the Diet will pro- 
pose a new loan to liquidate the high- 
priced bonds now outstanding. The 
last loan is still intact, and will suf- 
fice to repatriate the Japanese armies 
in Manchuria, and defray the expenses 
of their demobilization. Regarding 
pensions and compensation to widows 
and others, they will be paid in Goy- 
ernment bonds, which are more like- 
ly to remain in possession of the bene- 
ficiaries than cash. 


AN ARMY OF DELEGATES. 


International Tuberculosis Congress 
Will Hear 300 Papers. 

Paris, Oct. $—The International Tub- 
erculosis Congress was opened yester- 
day at the Grand Palace, in the pres- 
ence of President Loubet, the Cabinet 


Ministers and the Ambassadors. Over

The opening address was delivered 


by Dr. Herard of the French Academy 
of Medicine, who was chosen president 
of the congress.

PRESS IN THE ARMY 


To Help Break Strike of Berlin’s 
Electrical Workers. 


GUARDS ARE ORDERED HOME 


How Germany’s Army System Is Ex- 
pected to Aid In Domestic Situa- 
tion—Torpedo Battalion Engineers 

Will Be Put at Strikers’ Duties 
—Stoppage of Service on 
Half the Car Lines. 


Berlin, Oct, 2—The negotiations be- 
tween the electrical compan.es and ther 
employes for higher wages were broken 
off to-day and a general strike in the 
works manufacturing electrical appara- 
tus and supplies has been ordered fcr 
to-morrow. Part of the employes of 
the power and lighting works went out 
on a sympathetic strike to-day with- 
out awaiting the result of the confer- 
ence of the labor leaders with the em- 
ployers. Consequently one-third of the 
street cars were stopped. 

The municipal government, acting on 


the principle that unlighted streets are | 


a danger to the public, has ordered fifty 
engineers from the fire companies to the 
Various power houses, 

As the army contains many thousand 
of trained workers in every trade, the 
company has applied to the minister of 


war for temporary detalls of engineers ; 


and stokers. These have been refused 
on the ground that it is unnecessary at 
present, but arrangements have been 
made to bring 150 engineers from the 
torpedo battalions at Kiel, 

The war ministry has also declined to 
issue an order announcing to discharg2d 
soldiers, about 200,000 of whom have 
served out their terms, that engineers 
and stokers could find employment with 
the electrica] companies, but the army 
administration will offer no objection to 
battalion commanders giving out such 
notices, 

Two guard regiments now manceu- 
vring in the country have been ordered 
to return immediately to Berlin as a 
precautionary measure against strike 
excesses. They will arrive here to- 
night.

oauso you have faith in the country.” 
Lic. R. AND DEFICITS, 

Then Mr. Emmerson got down to 
the point of his discourse—the Inter- 
colonial and deficits. What he was 
going to say, he remarked rather 
apologetically, was semi-personal in 
ifs nature. His name had been 
brought into prominence in the Jaat 
months in connection with a great 
public work, It was,in the mind of 
the pe@ple that they are operating 
a railway ata loss. ‘The peopfe were 
operating a magnificent system of 
canals at an annual:loss of a million 
dollars—‘and yet,” be went on, “you 
propose to expend millions of dollars 
op another deficit-creating institu- 
tiown. Why would you have the Do- 
minion expend these millions, know- 
ing that this canal will'create an an- 
nwal deficit ¢ Because: to-day Canada 
is a country of great possibilities, and 
tis importance of the trade and 
transportation questions cannot bo 
exaggerated and you feel that Can- 
ada can afford to stand) deficils in 
connection with your canal system,” 

The Fathers of Confederation laid 
the foundation of the Dominion wise- 
ly and well. They found three prov- 
inces down by, the sea who were con~ 
tent to jog along’in the same chan- 
nels in which they moved. But in 
Upper Canada there wore difficulties 
to: be overcome, und it was proposed 
tha tthe provinees down by the sea 
come in. They listened, and one of 
{he conditions of union was the con- 
struction of the railway. The Path- 
ers of Confederation promised {ow 
yates on tho Tailway, and these low 
tates had contributed immeasurably 
lo the sucocss of the manufacturers 
and merohants of Ontario. There 
never had been a visible surplus ou 
the TC.R., but there was to the 
credit of the road a surplus in the 
pockets of the people of Canada. The 
people of Ontario had no right to 
complain of the deficits which had 
been caused hy the low rates which 
had inoreused trade, It would have 
been an casy matter to have a sur- 
plus. Mr. Emmerson could have 
mude one Jast year if the tarjf£ that 
covered the G.T.R. and C.P-R, had 


en put in force on the LC.R. By 
turning a screw, u surplus could bo 
created, True, there would be a 


great wreneh to trade, but the s 
plus would be there. 

The newspapers that had been lam- 
neoning him because the I. G. R. 
showed a deficit would ery out ag- 
ainst the building of the Trent Wal- 
ley Canal, which would bo another 
deficit creator. 

NOT SECTIONAL, 

Mr. Emmerson olnimed thal he was 
built on broader lines than: to object 
to the expenditure of public moncy in 
any scotion. He had done no cavil- 
ing. Tho maritime provinces got no 
part of the traffic of the canal sys- 
tem, but no one objected to necessary 
werks because of this, 

Hf it was wrong to have o deficit 
on the LOR, surely the people of 
Port Hope would not ask that the 
deficit of the department be incroas- 
ed. Ho declared there was no more 
enthusiastic supporter of the ‘trent 
Canal in parliament than himself. 
Canadians should take pride in one. 
another and feel that they are not 
separated, Why under heavens 
Should thoy, wasto time talking: about 
imperialism unless they could demon- 
strate thot they were one in advuno- 
ing tho interests of the whole coun- 
try?

province. The showing in honses, 
| cattle sheep and swine was particu- 
larly large, while the poultry exhibit 
s bigger and better than any in 
the province. ‘Ine judges from out- 
side points complimented us on the 
systematic way in which everything 
was conducred. The attractions were 
of a superior order, We paid dearly 
for them, too, The Royal Cana- 
dian Dragoons cost us $500, and the 
other clean and clever specialitics 
came high.” 

“Yes,” continued Mr. Hughes- 
Charles, “I am sadly disappointed in 
the attendance, especially when com- 
pared with Lindsay exhibition, which 
is not nearly so large as ours. The 
city people do not patronize the 
show here to the extent that they 
should, and the merchants are lack- 
ing in support, The farmers of the 
surrounding district should also take 
a deeper concern in its welfare. Tho 
paid admissions on the first day were, 
roughly speaking, a little over 4,000, 
while on the second day they were 
about 2,000.

EVIDENCE OF “‘LOOSENESS” IN AM- 
ERICAN COMPANIES. 


The Investigation Should be Pushed to 
The Extreme Limit 
(Weekly Sun, Toronto.) 

Ii ia said that when thieves fal] out 
honest men get their duc, To that 
end the shameless quarrel among of- 
ficers of the Equitable Life of New 
York scemy co be leading. When mu- 
tual detraction had disclosed the use 
of insurance reserves for such pri- 
vate extravagances as the Cambon 
dinner and the takjng by directors 
of profits and commissions on tho 
purchase of investments for that so- 
ciely, the Legislature of New York 
was impelled to set to work a com- 
mittee of inquiry which has in a few 
days disclosed that a number of the 
great merchants and bankers of New 
York have been administering, hun- 
dreds of millions of insurance  re- 
serves and accumufations in defiance 
of the Jaw thalt a trustee shall make 
no profit of his trust. Directors 
charged their purely personal ex- 
penses to their company, quartered 


their dependants and servants upon 
it, paid pensions to their relatives, 
and ¢normous salaries to themselves. 
Senator Depew, while a director, has 
received $20,000 a yean as a Jegali re- 
tainer, for which he gaye no service, 
while at the same time he promoted 


hisl and speculations with the sooi- 
ety’s funds. Another occupied the 
dual position of vice-president of tho 
Now York Life and partner in tho 
banking house of Morgan, which had 
enormous transactions with the az- 
surance companies under the clumsy 
cover of a third party. Nearly all 
participated in what wus known as 
underwriting profits. {t was usual 
to form a syndicate composed of ao 
society and its directors to undertake 
the salo of « part of an issue of stock 
or bonds. If the public bought these 
Securities at an advance the society 
and its trustees divided the profits 
If the securities did not sell at on 
advanco, the society purchased some 
of them for investment, The ine 
itable tendency of this was to rigging 
the stock market, and the promotion 
of ovil schemes like that of the ship- 
building trust Another practice 
atill more vicious was the promotion 
by these directors of banks and trust 
compunies, which, os their own pri- 
yale enterprises, were made Lo pros- 
per hy manipulating in their favor 
the funds of the insurance companies 
of which the promoters were trus- 
tees, There have been fictitious 
transactions to deceive Government 
inspectors, Worst of all is the pay- 
ment of money to influence [ugisla- 
tors and elections. It was adinitted 
that the New York Life had paid in 
a short tima $285,000 to a shady poli- 
tician and lawyer named Hamilton 
the purpose of which was to influ- 
ence State Legislatures. Tk was ad- 
mitted, too, that this company had in 
the last three elections contributed 
$148,000 to the campaign funds of 
the Republican party, ; ; 


When confronted by the facts or 
forced reluctantly to disclose them, 
the conduct of these wrongdoers has 
beep interesting. One professed ig- 
norance of the law, another said 
that everybody did these things; an- 
other that there had been profit to 
‘the company in the result; another 
that the trust funds!of a! society am-= 
ounting up toa billion could not bo 
well managed in strict accordance 
with the law of trustees. Several

restitution. Everyone, however, 
protested his good intention. Tho

confident and defiant, He thanked 
God that he had been able to do what 
he had to defeat with trust money 
the Democratic party, and as to tho 
payment to tlamilton he bore himself 
as though he might say: “If we do 
not buy these Legislatures they will 
destroy us.” Is there a corrupt ele- 
ment among legislators and electors 
Jarge enough to menace honest 
wealth and to compel the use of 
wealth against it? Clearly, this man 
thought so, If the New York Life 
with motive of self-protection consid- 
ered it necessary to give $50,000 to 
elect President Roosevelt, what muse 
have been the magnitude and power 
of the fund which all tho other com- 
panies, trusts and interests, honest 
and dishonest, thought it necessary 
to add for the same purpose? It 
is rumored from Washington 
the Republican Campaign Committee 
had a million left over after the last 
election. The facts will doubtless bo 
brought out. In the meantime the 
patriotic American has serious rea- 
son for believing that the insolent 
power of money has made a farco 
of popular government. 

' Canadians ought 
themselves from these events. There 
is reason to fear that similar forces 
are at work here. It is unavoidable 
to set on foot a similar inquiry oo 
this side, not only that the business 
of life insurance may be wisely con- 
ducted, but also that the great ao- 
comulation of capital which attends 
it may not be used to corrupt or 
master the people.

Compromises Britain and Germany In

Hay a new V an complication 
arisen? Some persons with an intimate 
knowledge of developments within the 
country dominated by President Cas- 
tro aver that a situation has developed 
within recent months which is of far 
greater importance to this country 
than anything which has as yet arisen 
out of the asphalt company dispute or 
the French Cable Co. case, 

Gen. Castro, according to these per- 
sons, has played a trump card and has 
succeeded in uniting Great Britain and 
Germany in a common Interest in the 
greatest of all Venezuela's outstanding 
obligations. Debts previously separate 
and distinct, one owing to British sub- 
jects and the other to Germans, have 
been consolidated and unified. A large 
proportion of the customs receipts of 
all Venezuelan ports haye been alien- 
ated to meet the interest and sinking 
fund charge. 

That it is 4 quast Government affair, 
so far as Great Britain and Germany 
are concerned, is indicated by the fact 
that the funds necessary to meet the 
interest and sinking fund charges are 
to be paid over, every fifteen days, in 
their proper proportions, to the English 
and German Ministers at Caracas. 

Would Stir Up Trouble. 

According to the extreme view of 
the case, this debt unifying arrange- 
ment is the outcome of a carefully con- 
sidered plan on the part of Gen. Castro 
to place Great Britain and Germany 
as a buffer between this country and 
France on the one hand and Venezuela 
on the other. What, say these per- 
sons, can be done, even upon a joint 
demonstration against Venezucla? It 
we seize the custom houses of La 
Guaya and Puerto Cabello, it is only 
to find that by solemn treaty thirty 
per cent. of the revenues are already 
assigned for the payment of debts to 
England, Germany and Italy and other 
powers. If we seize other custom houses 
it {s only to find that by lawful con- 
tract sixty per cent, of the revenues 
are the property of England and Ger- 
many, 

Would Not Stand Idly By. 

A moiety of money, to be sure, over 
and above the assigned percentages of 
customs receipts, is left at each port, 
but is it likely, in view of the situation 
created, that England and Germany 
will stand idly by, in the event of the 
United States and France seizing cus- 
toms houses in order to coerce Presi- 
dent Castro? These tio countries 
have now a yital interest at stake in 
all the customs revenue of Venezuela 
arising out of any port whatsoever. A 
blockade, “pacific” or warlike, would 
disturb the natural business of Vene- 
zuela and upset the flow of revenue. 

Tt is not at all impossible, therefore, 
that a demonstration upon the part of 
thls country would bring a strong pro- 
test from Great Britain and Germany, 
and send the war ships of these na- 
tions to the Caribbean Sea to protect 
thelr own rights. 


Young Farmer Dies On Road. 

Peterboro, Oct. 2—Word reached 
here Saturday morning from Lake 
Hurst of the sudden death of Thomas 
Easton, a farmer of Harvey Town- 
ship, from heart failure. He had been 
assisting a friend with his threshing 
all day Friday, and started home 
about 8.30. Before he had gone a 
mile he fell off his wheel and died al- 
most instantly. Easton was 26 years 
of age, and leaves a wife and three 
children. 


Miners’ Strike Settled.

PROF. HICKS’ WEATHER FORECAST 


October Promises to be a Changeable 
Month if it all Happens. 

A regular Vulcan storm period is 
promised by Prof. Hicks from the 
1st to the 5th, causing rains and au- 
tummal storminess over, most parts 
lying along and near the paths of 
storm centres. Northwesterly gales, 
clearing weather with frosts, and 
some freezing northward will follow.

Anti-storm conditions are westerly to 
northerly winds, clearing and colder 
weather, Storm conditions are east- 
erly to southerly winds, rising tem- 
perature and growing cloudiness. The 
reactionary storm conditions on the 
7th, 8th and 9th will result in more 
rain and storminess, moying in 
storm centres like vast trains from 
west to east over the country.

“There are so many fad notions 
and distinctions abouy these things,” 
he said, “that one hesjtates to say 
anything for fear of giving wrong 
impressions, It is a case of whero 


a little knowledg cis a dangerous 
thing. It really, comes to a choice 
between the ftbtal ignorance which 
shuns all toadstools, or mushrooms, 
as one would ayoid a venomous rep- 
tile, and accurate scientific know- 
Jedgo which enables a man to distin- 
guish without the suspicion of a 
blunder the poisonous from the nou- 
poiconous foadstool. 

This gentleman went on to say 
that a year ago he had read in a io- 
cal newspaper sime comparisons on 
this subject, wherein a self-styled 
expert in’ a(western town laid down 
certain infallible rules for ‘distin- 
guishing edible toadstools. One of 
these so-cafled infallible rules was 
the presence of a “ring” around 
the upper part of the stem of the 
edible toadstool. 


DEADLY TOADSTOOL. 


“And now,” he said, “1 will show 
you he-y completely fallacious — in 
fact what a direst and dangerous lie 
that was.” 

He produced a box from a drawer 
in hia office, containing specimens of 
a dozen toadstools both edible and 
poisonous. 

“There,” he said, picking out a 
sample, “is the deadliest toadstool 
known to the human stomach. It is 
the ‘amanica*—so often taken for an 
edible toadstool. Por the poison in 
this toadstool there is no known an- 
tidote. To take it into the stomach 
is certain death. It, is seductive in 
taate and the stomach does not 
throw it off. This increases the dan- 
ger. But you see,’ ho said earnestly, 
with his finger on the| stem, “that 
leafy ring around the upper part of 
the stem? Well, that is the very 
ting, declared by the western corres- 
pondent to be the mark of fhe edible 
toadstool. 

“No,” ho concluded, “I shall not 
attempt to give any rufes. There’s 
no use. My advice is to everybody, 
shun all mushrooms and toadstools 
as you would certain death — unless 
you are prepared to make a scien- 
tific study of them, the only kind 
of study that is absolutelysafe.

DRY AIR AND ELECTRICITY. 


Well-Known Manitoba Phenomenon Des- 
cribed in “Nature.” 

Professor A. H. R. Buller, writing 
to the English journal Nature from 
the University of Chicago, an 
ticle which is quoted by Chambers’ 
Journal, describes some striking ef 
fects due to the dryness of the at- 
mosphere at Winnipeg. The air dur- 
ing the winter months, ho says, con- 
tains so Jittle water-vapor that 
bodies charged with electricity lose 
their charges relatively slowly. When 
tho thermometor is low, ranging as 
it often does for a week or more at 
a time from zero to minus forty de- 
grees Fahrenheit, very little friction 
—such, for instance, as may bo pro- 
duced by walking along a oarpet, 
causes a person to become charged 
with sufficient oleotricity to produce 
a visible and audible spark on touch- 
ing on iron bedpost, the radiator, tho 
gas tap or any other conductor, It 
is a favorito amusement of some chil- 
dren to take sparks from each oth 
or’s noses after running about a 
carpeted room. In the Manitoba ho- 
tel, now burnt down, there was & 
‘ballroom with some iron pillars in 
it. Prof. Buller was told by a trust- 
worthy oyewitness that, after a 
dance, dancers on soveraf occusions 
haya beon “severely stung” by ac- 
oidentally coming im contact with one 
of tho pillars. Many ladies have con- 
siderable diffioully in combing their 
hair, for during the process it be- 


ar- 


comes so charged with electricity 
that it stands out in the most as- 
tonishing manner, Even the short 


hair of a man, when being combed, 
often “oraokles,” “stands on ond,” 
and in the darkness produces a dis- 
play of sparks, It is quite easy to 
light the gas with a spark from the 
finger when matehos are not handy 
by merely shuffling a few paves over 
the carpet and then holding the fin- 
ser to the burner. On 6th Pebruary

MR. CHALMERS’ ACTON CONTRACT 


Acton Now has a Model Macadamized 
Road—Method of Construction. 

A coutracl for macadamizing near- 
ly a mile of streets in Acton was 
completed lust month. The princi- 
pal work was done on Church and 
Mill-sts., the Jatter the business 
street leading to ine slation, the 
former a parajlel street leading to 
the station from ('.¢ maio industrial 
works, the Bra:dnmire tanneries. 

The method of construction was 
durable, an ideai type of street for 
an up-to-date vilisge, and in the 
watter of stree! improvement vlaces 
Acton first among municipaiilies of 
its size in the Proynice. In the im- 
mediate business section the stoned 
portion is from sidewalk to sidewalk. 
Outside the business section the 
roadway is macadamized to a width 
of twenty feet on Mill-st. and vigh- 
teen feet on Chureb-st., the space 
belween the roadway and sidewalk 
being leveiled and prepared for sod- 
ding. 

fhe work was commenced by ex- 
cayating the centre of the roadway 
to receive the metal. Tno depth of 
excavation yaried, but would a 
erage about one fool, being such as 
to reduce grades and give the street 
regular slopes from point to point 
where surfnce water would be car- 
ried away. 

Tho earthwork was largely done 
with a road grader, tho property, of 
the town. 

On this grade was placed, by hard, 
a layer of flat stone; over this was 
apread a luyer of coarse crushed 
stone and counted with a layer of 
sereenings, and on top, to give a 
more @ven surface, waa spread ao 
layer of i-ineh crushed stone, this 
also being coated with a light sprink- 
ling of creenings.

MORNING SERMON. 


The speaker at both services was 
Rov. Thos. Edwards, of the Toronto 
Conference, who delivered two  im- 
pressive and inspiring sermons. Slr. 
Bdwards te a fluent speaker and pos- 
sosses a clear voice. In the morning 
the speaker took his text from the 
gospel of St. John, Ist chap., 16th 
verse, “And His fullness have we ald 
received, and grace for grace.” Turn- 
ing back to the 20th chapier of John 
and taking the last two verses, we 
will find the purpose of the entire 
gospel. The gospol of St. John was 
tho last gospel written and is largely 
a supplement of what is in the other 
gospels. Presented before us chis 
morning is the person of Jesus 
Christ and the fullness that was to 
be found in that person. First, He 
was a divine person, having, a divine 
fullness, and in Him dwelleth all the 


wilh 


fullness of the body—''I and my Path- 
er are one.” The all-important one, 
Josus Christ, not only possesses the 
attribute of presence, but of omni- 
presence. Christ comes very near to 
each one of us in Mis humanity, so 
that we rejoice in the divine fullness 
and in tho human tullness. We also 
have a perfect fullness in Christ. 
God and man make one Christ. He 
fs complete. One of the evidences He 
gives to us in regard to His divine 
fullness is that He was born into 
tho world as a babe and passed 
through all the stages in human de- 
velopment—boyhood, young manhood 
and full manhoed, and then he ac- 
complished that great work of hu- 
man salvation. He not only had a 
human body, but a human mind. He 
not only increased in stature, but 
in wisdom. Jesus Christ was also 
emotional, and He not only evidenced 
the emotion of surprise, but of sym- 
pathy.

A BICYCLIST KILLED 


‘Fatal Race With a Trolley Car 
in Toronto, 


THE MOTORMAN ARRESTED 


C. O. Rockweod Meets Death in Swift 
and Horrible Form—Motorman Busy 
Chasing Bioyclist, Failed to Check 
Car, Which Left the Tracks and 
Pinned the Man Across the 
Street to the Curb. 


Toronto, Oct, 11.—Cyrus ©. Rock- 
‘wood, a stereotyper, was killed yester- 
@ay morning about 8 o'clock by a street 
car at Queen and McCaul streets. 

Motorman John Dean was placed 
under arrest on a charge of man- 
slaughter, and bail refused. 

Rockwood was on his way to work 
at The Telegram and wheeled down 
the pavement between the car tracks 
on McCaul street. The motorman no- 
ticed him in front, and a race followed, 
in which the motorman clanged his 
gong frequently. Rockwood slowed up 
fm nearing the corner, but the car did 
not, and he was struck and went un- 
der. The motorman failed to put on 
the brake, and when the car struck 
‘the curve it Jumped the track, carrying 
Rockwood with it to the south side 
curb. 

On the arrival of the Emergency 
‘wagon the car was jacked up and the 
"body released. Dr. Ray and Dr. Wat- 
s0n were on the spot, but sald that 
‘death must have been Instantaneous. 
"The skull was fractured, and the limbs 
‘and several ribs broken. The body was 
‘taken to Moffatt’s undertaking -estab- 
‘Hshment. 

Coroner R. B. Orr opened an inquest 
‘at Moffatt's. The jury yiewed the body 
and adjourned until Friday night at 
No. 2 police station. 

Boy Killed While Picking Coal. 

Toronto, Oct. 11.—Picking coal from 
the railway tracks cost little Tommy 
Newell his life on the C. P. R. just east 
of Yonge street crossing early last 
night. The lad was underneath a car 
when the big shunting engine backed 
Bome more cars down upon it for coup- 
ling and Tommy got under the wheels. 
He was fearfully crushed, and died in 
St. Michael’s Hospital at 820, about 
three hours after the accident occurred. 
The boy was one of the younger sons 
of Henry Newell, a fireman of the To- 
ronto Railway Co. 

Policeman May was on duty at the 
crossing, and the boy was quite con- 
scious when May reached him, and 
imew that he was fatally hurt He was 
nearly cut in two, but was very plucky 
and quite conscious. He told his name 
and address, said he had picked coal 
on the tracks -before, and that he did 
not know the trainmen were coupling 
or he would not have gone under the 
ear. The parents were sent for and 
were at the lad’s bedside when he died. 
“He was the gamest kid I ever saw 
in my life, bar none,” said the police- 
man. 


TOO SENSITIVE TO LIVE. 


Petrolea Girl’Turns Revolver on Her- 
self, So She Says. 


Petrolea, Oct. 11.—Rose Gregory, a 
young girl whose father owns a bi- 
cycle repair shop here, went to a dance 
in the country after being forbidden 
to go by her father. 

The angry parent met her on her re- 
turn from the party at 1.30 a m. He 
pulled her out of the rig and told the 
driver of the rig to move on. 

Shortly afterwards those in the rig 
heard a revolver shot, and, on retum- 
ing, found the girl with a bullet wound 
in the right side of her head. 

When taken to the hospital the girl 
said she had fired the shot herself, hay- 
ing carried a revolver for the past two 
weeks. 

She says she shot herself because

| FORESTRY IN CANADA. 


Sie Wilfrid Laurier Issues a Call For 
a Convention In Ottawa on 10th, 
41th and 12th January, 1906. 


Ottawa, Oct. 7—From the office of 
the Prime Minister of Canada the fol- 
lowing has just been issued: 

To the Public of the Dominion + of 
Canada. 

Canada possesses one of the largest 
areas of virgin forest of any country 
in the world and is ranked by Euro- 
pean experts first, or among the first, 
of the important sources of the world’s 
timber supply for the future, 

The preservation of the streams in 
perennial and constant flow, which is 
largely controlled by the forests on the 
watersheds, will have an important in- 
fluence on the industrial and agricul- 
tural development of the Dominion 
The expansion of our electrical and 
mechanical! industries will be regulat- 
ed to a great extent by water, which 
forms the greatest source of power in 
all oountries, and some of our western 
districts are dependent on irrigation 
to ensure the success of agricultural, 
operations. 

In all the older provinces the clear- 
ing of the soll bas been carried to such 
an extent that the {Il effects on the 
water supply and on agriculture are 
clearly marked, while on the western 
prairies the need of sheltering trees for 
houses and fields is seriously felt by 
the settlers. 

The early construction of the Trans- 
continental Railway, and of other ratl- 
ways, through our northern forested 
districts and the consequent opening of 
those districts to general traffic, wil) 
increase the danger from fire which has 
already been a most active agent of de- 
struction. 

These conditions are not new; they 
have from time to time recelved pub- 
Ue attention, and during the sesston 
Just closed Parliament authorized the 
summoning of a convention for the 
more thorough discussion of the same. 

I therefore hereby call a public con- 
vention to meet in the City of Ottawa 
on the 10th, 11th and 12th of January, 
1906, under the auspices of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association, and to this 
convention are specially invited: Mem~ 
bers of the Senate and House of Com- 
™mons, Lieutenant-Goyernors of the 
Provinces, members of Legislative 
Councils and Legislative Assemblies of 
the provinces, Dominion and Provincial 
forest officials, members of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association, representa- 
Uyes of lumbermen’s associations, re- 
Presentatives of Boards of Trade, re- 
presentatives of universities, represen- 
tatives of agricultural colleges, repre- 
sentatives of farmers’ institutes, repre- | 
sentatives of railway companies, re- 
Presentatives of the Canadian Mining 
Institute, representatives of the Cana- 
dian Society of Clyil Engineers, repre- 
sentatives of associations of land sur- 
yeyors, representatives of fish and game 
associations, and all others who take 
an interest in forestry. 

An invitation is alco extended to the 
Bureau of Forestry of the United 
States, the American Forestry Asso- 
ciation, and the State Porestry Bur- 
eaus and Associations to send repre- 
sentatives to this convention. 


Subjects To Be Considered. 

The subjects to be considered at the 
convention will be discussed under the 
following divisions: 

1. The Nation and the Forest. 

2. Forestry in relation to Agriculture 
and Irrigation. 

8. The Forest and the Lumber and 
Pulp Industries. 

4. The Relation of our Forests to our 
other Industries: Railways; Water 
Powers; Mining; Building Trades; 
Wood Working Manufactures. 

6. Scientific Forestry and Forestry 
Education. 


“CANADA A NATION.” 


No Longer to Be Regarded as a Silent 
Partner In Diplomacy. 


London, Oct 11—( ©. A. P.)—Com- 
menting on the transfer of Halifax 
from Imperial to Canadian troops, The 
Morning Leader says regarding the 
feeling of nationalism now, the domin- 
ent in feeling in Canada, that she Is

{ Hughes Declines Personal Hon— 


or Because True to It. 


THE INSURANCE ENQUIRY 


Work Commands All His Energies, 
and It Is Imperative He Should Con- 
tinue Jt — Misconstruction Would 
Follow Acceptance of Republican 
Nomination For Mayor of New 
York—Would be Intolerable. 


New York, Oct. 16—Charles 
Hughes, counsel for the insurance 
yestigating committee, yesterday 
clined the Republican nomination 
Mayor of New York City. 

In stating his grounds for refusing 
the nomination, which was tendered to 
him by the unanimous yote of the city 
Republican convention, last Friday 
night, Mr, Hughes said: 

“In this dilemma I haye simply te 
do my duty as I see jt In my judg— 
ment I haye no right to accept the 
nomination. A paramount public duty 
forbids it 4 

"It is not necessary to enlarge upom 
the importance of the insurance _in- 
vestigation. This is undisputed. It is 
dealing with questions vital to the in— 
terests of millions of our fellow citi— 
zens throughout the land It presents 
an opportunity for public service second 
to none, and inyolyes a co-relatiye re— 
sponsibility. This work commands all 
my energies. It is imperative that T° 
continue Im it 

“You have frankly recognized that it 
Must be continued unembarrassed and 
with unimpaired efficiency. But it is 
entirely chear to me that this cannot 
be i¢ I accept the nomination. 

“You know how desirous I have been 
that the investigation should not be- 
colored by any suggestion of political 
motive. Whatever confidence it has in— 
splred has been due to absolute Inde— 
pendence of political consideration. 

“It is not sufficient to say that am 
acceptance of this negotiation, coming™ 
to me unsought, would not deflect my 
course by a hair’s-breadth, and that E 
should remain entirely untrammelled— 
‘The political character of the investi— 
gation and the freedom from bias, ei— 
ther of fear or favor, not only must ex— 
ist, but they must be recognized = 
cannot permit them by any action of 
mine to become matters of debate. 

“There are abundant opportunities 
for misconstraction. . Doubtless many 
abuses will remain undisclosed, many 
gricyous wrongs to which the evidence 
points from time to time may be foun@ 
unsusceptible of proof, many promis— 
ing clues will be taken up i'n yain- 
Were I with the best of intentions to 
accept the nomination, it is my con— 
Viction that the work of the inyesti— 
gation would be largely discredited, its 
motives would be impugned, and its 
integrity assailed. 

“To many it would appear that its 
course would be shaped and its lines 
of inquiry would be chosen, develope 
or abandoned as political ambition 
might prompt or political exigency de— 
mand Such a situation would be in—- 
tolerable”

St. Petersburg, Oct. 6.—A strong 
sentiment against Couat Wlite devel- 
oped at a caucus of the St. Petersburg 
moualclpality Wednesday evening, cal- 
ed to discuss civic action in recogni- 
tion of his services at Portsmouth. 
Suggestions that a banquet be given in 
hts honor and thet he be presented with 
the freedom of the city or an address 
wero rejected, and a resolution was 
adopted declaring that he is not wor- 
thy of any special honor because his 
serylces at Portsmouth “were only a 
redeeming saorifice for the political 
mistakes In which he has acquiesced, 
and which were responsible for the 
war.”

Despite the grant of autonomy, plac- 
ing the administration and polley of 
the universitles in the hands of elected 
rectors and councils of professors who

WAR COST JAPAN DEAR. 


Confronted With a Debt of $1,250,000,- 
000, and An Annual Interest Ac- 
count of $75,000,000. 


Tokio, Oct. 6—Former Forelgn Min- 
ister Okuma, leader of the progressive 
party, before the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce yesterday, referring to 
the sudden expansion of Japan's fin- 
ances, said that when the withdrawal 
of troops is completed she will find 
herself confronted with a debt of $1,- 
250,000,000, the interest on which alone, 
roughly speaking, will be $75,000,000, 
or nearly twice the revenue of the 
country ten years ago. The per capita 
rate of taxation before the war was 
$2. Now it is $6. The per capita share 
in the national debt before the war was 
$6. It is now $25. Count Okuma, 
however, was not pessimistic. He re- 
ferred eloquently to the necessity of 
business men redoubling thelr energy 
in the development of productive works 
of all kinds and thus securing victories 
in peace as well as in war.

Another Stage Reached in Ingersoll’s

“WILFUL CARELESSNESS ” 


Verdict of the Jury Empanelled’ by the 
Coroner—While Deceased Was Buy- 
ing Tobacco In Hall's Store, Young 
Hall Brought a Gun and Dolib- 
erately Shot, Duvall 
Struck In the Jugular. 


Being 


Bracebridge, Oct. 10.—The adjourn- 
‘ed inquest into the death of Alphonse 
Duvall was concluded here last night, 
The decision of the jury was that Du- 
yall’s death was caused through the 
wilful carelessness of Orville Hail, 
who Is eleven years of age. 

The accident oceurred late on Satur- 
day afternoon in the store kept by 
young Hall's father, Duvall, who was 
16 years of age, had called with a com- 
panion, David Jack, and after making 
a purchase of tobacco, had expressed 
a wish to have the package exchanged 
for one of the larger size, Hall toolc 
the tobacco back and then secured a 
gun, which he pointed at Duvall, say- 
ing, “I will shoot you,” he pulled the 
hammer half way back. Pulling the 
jammer back all the way, with the re- 
mark that the gun wasn’t loaded, the 
weapon was discharged. Duvall was 
shot in the neck, the jugular vein be- 
ing severed, and he died within 
twenty minutes. He was employed 
with (he Dominion Linen Mills here. 

Cause of Death Doubtful, 

Claremont, Oct. 10.—The sudden 
death of Henry Elson on Saturday 
morning, after a drive from Markhbaz 
Fair the night before in company with 
Dr. Eastwood, and Miss Lizzie Graham, 
was the cause of a coroner's investi- 
gation, which lasted all day and was 
not completed last night Elson's 
stomach will be sent to the provincial 
analyst at Toronto for examination as 
‘to the cause of death. ‘ 

A Conflict In Evidence. 

Toronto, Oct. 10.—At the inquest 
‘ast night into the death of Michael 
Qualey there was a direct conflict of 
testimony between the proprietor of the 
drug store and Mrs. Qualey. She says 
she asked for castor oil, and he states 
the order received by him was for car- 
bolic acid. She also states that there 
were two girls in Fullerton’s store when 
she made the purchase which ended in 
the death of her husband. The drug- 
gist did not have her sign the poison 
book as required. The inquest was ad- 
journed till Friday, to see if the police 
can find the girls. 

Hurt In a Collapse. 

Peterboro, Oct. 10.—Ald. W. J, John~- 
ston and Robert Ritchie were serfous- 
ly injured yesterday by the collapse of 
a scaffold upon which they were work- 
ing while engaged in the construction 
of a building in the north end. Rit- 
chie sustained injuries of a most ser- 
fous character. 


BURNED CHILDREN DIE. 


One Played With Matches — The Other 
Fell Into a Bonfire. 

Sarnia, Oct. 10.—Jennie Harkness, 
three years old, was burned to death 
yesterday morning. She was playing 
in the house with her five-year-old sis- 
ter,,and got hold of a box of matches. 
Her clothes became ignited, and when 
her mother arrived she was envetoped 
in the flames. Two doctors were s5um- 
moned, but the child died in a couple 
of hours aftet the accident. The skin 
was completely burned off.

200 ARRESTS WERE MADE 


Cossacks Made Many of Thoso Arrest- 
ed Run the Gauntlet of a Double 
Lino, the Soldiers Brutally Strik- 

ing Them With Knouts and 
Butts of Rifles Until They 
Dropped Fainting or Dead. 


London, Oct, 9.—Special despatches 
to the London newspapers deseribe a 
desperate state of affairs at Moscow 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Many persons were killed or wound- 
ed in the rioting on the Hveryskoy 
Boulevard, where the troops used sa- 
bres and rifles, fring point blank into 
the rioters. 

The authorities have issued a pro- 
clamation giving the police absolute 
power ‘to prevent assemblages. ‘ 

The correspondent of The Standard 
describes how many of those arrested 
were mado to run the gauntict of a 
double line of Cossacks in a long, nar- 
row courtyard, the soldfers brutally 
striking them with knouts and butts of 
rifles onth they dropped, fainting or 
dead at the end of the line, 

Bombs For Cossacks. 

Tiflis, Oct, 9—Seyeral bombs were 
thrown at Cossacks last evening. The 
troops fired and a general panic en- 
sued, Many persons were killed or 
wounded, 

Disorder at Moscow. 

Moscow, Oct. 9—During an affray 
yesterday between crowds of striking 
bakers and the troops the mob stoned 
the police and troops, The later fired 
blank shots and dispersed the demon- 


strators. ‘Two hundred arrests were 
made. 
The strilce here has spread to the 


bakers. here is only sufficient white 
bread to last two days. The Jarge 
crowds of strikers in the streets are 
assaming a threatening attitude, The 
employes of the street railroads who 
have joined the strike have rendered 
Many of the cars useless, 
Oi! Men Pacified. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 9.—The oll men 

have agreed to resume production. 


IMPRESSIVE SPECTACLE. 


Kondratenko Eulogized at His Burial 
by Metropolitan Antonius. 

St Petersburg, Oct. 9—The arrival 
of the body of Major-Gen. Kondraten- 
ko, commander of the 7th Hast Siberian 
Rifles, who was killed last December 
at Port Arthur, and its interment in 
the venerable Alexander Nevsky mon- 
astery yesterday, were marked by the 


most impressive military and civil 
spectacles witnessed there since the 
early days of the war. 

MetropoHtan Antonius, assisted by 


the imperial choristers, celebrated the 
“Panicheda,” or requiem, and eulogized 
Gen. Kondratenko as “The soul of the 
Pan for when he died the fortress 
en.” 


AFTER PEACE DECLARATION. 


300,000 Russian Troops to Fringe the 
China Border, 

Tokio, Oct. 9.—It is reported here 
that Russia will station 300,000 troops 
on the Chinese frontier after peace 
has been declared, partly because she 
is apprehensive of the soldiers joining 
the malcontents at home and partly in 
intimidation of the Chinese. 

The Russian gunboat Caidamak, 
which was sunk at Port Arthur, was 
refloated Saturday. - 

The German steamer Karl, for Nico- 
Jaievsk, was seized Saturday near the 
Tsu Islands. 

The navy department announces the 
seizure Saturday near the Island of 
Tsu of the Norwegian steamer Am- 
phrite, bound for Vladivostock, 


INDIA AND AFGHANISTAN. 


Interrupted Negotiations Likely to Be 
Resumed by Britain and Russia. 
London, Oct. 9.—Negotiations in re- 
gard to their respective Interests in 
Central Asia will shortly be resumed 
between the British and Russian Goy- 

ernments. 

‘These were in active progress when 
the war between Japan and Russia ne- 
cessitated their postponément. The 
pour parlers were then, principally 
eentered on Afghanistan and had 
reached a point promising a satisfac- 
tory understanding. 

It is hoped here that an agreement 
may be arrived at defining the spheres 
of Russia and Great Britaln respec- 
tivety and furnishing guarantees 
eeae a further advance on either 
side, 


Despondent Porter Suicides. 

Toronto, Oct, 9—Despondent because 
of illness, Herbert Fevearyear, scarce- 
ly 21 years old, committed suicide on 
Saturday by taking carbolic acid in a 
small clump of bushes at the base of 
the cliff near Victoria Park. He is 
thought to have come of a good family 
in the vicinity of London. He carr 
out to this country about elght months 
ago. 


Marchioness of Donegal. 

Montreal, Oct. 9.—The Marchioness 
‘of Donegal arrived here Saturday and 
Js the guest of Solicitor Creelman of 
the Canadian Pacific. The marchion- 
ess will be remembered as Miss Twin- 
ing of Halifax, whose marriage to the 
aged marquis a few years ago created 
such a furore in England. Sho will re- 
‘main a week before proceeding to New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 


Queen Ranavalo's Arrival. 
Paris, Oct. 9—Parls last week wit- 
messed tho arrival of the Queen of 
Madagascar, Ranavaio, who was unilil 
recently held In Algeria, but obtained 
permission to come to Paris, where 
the public gave her an ovation and

PLOTTED BOMB THROWING | 


Ten Bombs Were Thrown Simultane- 
ously In the Vicinity of Three Bar- 
racks in Widely-Separated Parts 
of Tiflis—Heavy List of Wound- 
ed In the Recent Troubles 
In Moscow, 


St Petersburg, Oct. 10—The throw- 
ing of bombs at the troops in Tiflis 
Sunday evening, resulting in the sol- 
diers firing on the people, appears to 
aye been the outcome of a deliber- 
ately organized plot. 

Ten bombs were thrown simultan- 
eously in the vicinity of three barracks 
in widely separated quarters of the 
city. 

Shots were also fired at the soldiers 
as they rushed out of the barracks, but 
the loss of life was confined to one 
Cossack and one bomb-thrower. 

In addition, twenty persons were | 
wounded, 

Moscow Quiet Again. t 

Moscow, Oct. 10—After the exciting | 
events of the last three days, yesterday 
passed in compartive tranquility. The 
strike of the bakers, printers and car- 
ten continued and was joined by the 
theatrical mechanics. Twe large gath- 
erings of the strikers were held in the 
open air, at which red flags were waved, 
but otherwise the proceedings were or- 
derily and the manifestants dispersed | 
of their own accord. There were no 
serious collisions with the troops, and 
the feeling was much less tense. All 
the stores except the Philoff bakery, 
were open. 

‘The number of persons wounded in 
the previous disorders is believed to 
be about 100, of which number 25 are 
police or soldiers.

At the bamlet of Mine Centre, in 
the Seino river country, George R. 
Douglass is the resident agent, and 
assayist for the Rothachild interests, 
who are buying lange tracts of land 
in tho district that giyo evidence of 
gold-bearing quartz, Mr, Douglass 
was long al! resident of South Africa, 
Me says the geological conformation 
{ot tho Rainy Lake and Soine territor- 
{ 


5 is almost identical with that of 
the Kimberloy district, which has 
given to the world the famous diu- 


mond mines, 

Vorty milea from the mouth of the 
Big Fork river, which emptics into 
the Rainy from Northern Minnesota, 
are many anciet nmounds whose ori- 
gin extends beyond the traditions of 
the Ojibways. Until recently these 
mounds had been inviolate, for they 
are in a avild region but little visited 
by white mon, and accessibie only by 
canoe, One summer, however, a party 
of scientists from the University of 
Torento came out to explore them. 
From one of the mounds on which a 
sturdy oak was growing u largo 
human skeleton, perfectly preserved, 
was oxbumed, It was not that of un 
Indian, and from the cavity whence it 
Was taken were evidences of prebis- 
toric civilization in the form of many 
articles of pottery, some stamped 
with unique and beautiful designs. 

Around the skeleton’s neck was a 
massive band of pure copper und on 
its bosom rested a curiously wroizht 
necklace of the same tmuterial, ito 
which were interwovan shells and col- 
ored stones. What arrested the at- 
tention of the exploring party. how- 
ever wag x stone which gleamed from 
the centre of a pendant to the neck- 
lace. At first it was judged to be 
nothing more than a clear picce of 
quartz, but closer examination and 
testine proved that it was a diamond. 

Although half a dozen mounds were 
opened up before the party left the 


region, and copper ornaments and 
pottery were found with skeletons 
in all of them, no more diamonds 


vere un thed. 

On going out a band of Ojibways 
was inet, to whom the articles Cound 
in the mound were shown, in the 
hope of obtaining traditions concern- 
ing their origin. As to the ccepper, 
the Indians were ignorant. but they 
grunted disdainfully when shown the 
pottery and the diamond. Specimens 
of the former. they, anid could bo ob- 
tained in almost any quantity from 
the remains of an ansient pottery. 
works that one sted on the banks 
of the Big Pork. near tha Big Falla. 
a few miles up the stream, while. in 
the same region clittening stortier of 
the sort the nalefaces seemed to re- 
gard go highly had frequenély been 
found. 

Startled by the information, the To- 
rento party pushed on to the Big 
Falls, which marked in old d 1ys the 
disputed boundary between the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company and John Jacob 


Astor's American Fur Company. 
There they found an old hermit 
squatter, Dan Campbell, He took 


them to the ancient pottery field op- 
posite his cabin, and, what was more, 
brought from a pouch which he car- 
ried three stones of a purity and 
brilliancy that greatly exceeded that 
of the one found by the sitors, 
These stones he had found in the 
course of his thirly years’ living by 
the Big Pork, while scratehing the 
jsurface of the pottery field with his 
hunting knife, 

Old Dan had no idew that his finds 
were anything more than quurtz, de- 
spite the caru with which he had pre- 

ed them. So sceptical was he of 
visitors assertions that the stones 
were diamonds that he entrusted 
them to their care to be app 
in Toronto and their value xent to 
him, Nor was the party mistaken in, 
judgment. The four stones were pro- 
nounced to be real gems of an aggre- 
wate weight of twelve carats and 
worth $2,500, 

Mr. Douglass was sitting in the 
{rading post at Mine Centre one af- 
ternoon when alyoung buck and his 
‘aquaw entered to exchange pelts for 
provisions, They had come by cance 
fifty miles down the Seine valley, 
Strapped to ‘a birch bark frame tho 
mother carried a papoose on hier 
back. This she voole off ond leaned 
the mummified youngster against tho 
counter while she joined in her hus- 
band's dickerings with the store- 
keapor, 

Mr. Douglass noticed (hat the young 
redskin held something firmly in his 
and which every now and then, af- 
ter gazing upon, he attempted to put 
‘into his mouth, but was prevented 
by tho vigilant mother. Curious to sea 
what kind of toy the Indian baby 
had Mr. Douglass pried open hia lit- 
tle brown fist and there lay scint 
ing a diamond os big ag a hazel 
nut.

Mr. A, B. Aylosworth, K. C., to Suc- 
coed—No Official Announcement Yet, 
But It 1s Understood the Change 
Will Be Made Upon Earl Grey's 
Return From the West — IlI- 
Health the Cause. 


Ottawa, Oct. 11.—(Globe Special)— 
Sir Willlam Mulock, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, is retiring from the Cabinet, 
primarily, it ts satd, on account of his 
health. His resignation is belleved to 
be In the hands of the Prime Minister 
and will be accepted by the latter with 
extreme reluctance. Indications point 
strongly to Mr. A. B, Aylesworth, K. C., 
as Sir William's successor. The Goy- 
ermor-General returns to the clty on 
Sunday or Monday. 

His Excellency will then probably 
take official leave of o trusted adviser 
and welcome another to the Cabinet 
Until then an official announcement of 
the changes {mpending 1s deferred. 
Nelther Sir Wilfrid Laurier nor Sir 
William Mulock will say a word in 
confirmation or denial of the report 
This line of action, however, 1s strictly 
in conformity with constitutlonal us- 
age. Until the Prime Minister has first 
advised the Governor-General he Js not 
at liberty to speak. 

As for the Postmaster-General he has 
invariably maintained the utmost retl- 


ine

cence with respect to matters within 
the Cabinet. His silence on the present 
occasion, therefore, is in keeping with 
his procedure ever since he was en- 
trusted with a portfolio. Sir William's 
retirement from the Government will 
occasion keen regret throughout the 
Liberal party, and if, as it is cur- 
rently reported, the state of his health 
compels him to seek less onerous du- 
ties, the hope for a speedy improve- 
ment will be generally expressed. 


A Servant of the People. 


For many years now Sir William has 
labored zealously In the public inter- 
est, and the statutes of the country 
contain the evidence that his labor has 
not been In vain. As a constructive 
statesman and administrator Sir Wil- 
liam has been signally successful, He 
lifted the Postoffice Department out of 
the deplorable rut into which it had 
fallen, and by needed reforms and pru- 
dent economy converted a non-paying 
institution with yearly deficits into a 
steady revenue producer with hand- 
some surpluses. Canada owes to Sir 
William Imperial penny postage and 
the two-cent domestic rate. His pre- 
decessors shrank from lowering the 
postage for fear of increasing the al- 
ready heayy drain upon the national 
revenue, 

Not Loss But Gain. 


He boldly grappled with the problem 
and demonstrated that cheaper rates did 
not involve a loss, but on the con- 
trary, meant that the public would 
make greater_use than ever of the 
malls. Cheap postage cifused the puor 
to utilize the postal facltities to an un- 
precedented degree, and the receipts 
instead of declining haye ever since 
steadily grown. In the Postal Note and 
Money Order Department a number of 
changes have been introduced, all tend- 
Ing to promote the public convenience 
‘and facilftate the safe and prompt 
transmission of matter through the 
mails. In the institution of the Labor 
Department and the enactment of a 
law for the settlement of labor disputes 
by conciliation Sir William showed his 
deep and abiding sympathy with the 
causes of the masses, and rendered a 
Great service to the industrial commun- 
ity, Theso two measures have in a 
comparatively short space of time, by 
the avoidance of strikes and the ad- 
justment of irritating issues between 
employers and employes, given abun- 
dant cause for satisfaction. 

Purity of Administration, 


Str William has always impressed 
those with whom he came into contact 
by his strength of character, his mas- 
tery of public questions, his lofty ideals, 
the unquestionable honesty and purity 
of his administration, and his intoler- 
ance of anything that savored of job- 
bery. Under an exterior that was at 
times somowhat brusque Sir William 
conceals a most kindly heart, and few 
cases that were at all deserving have 
ever appealed to his generosity or sym- 
pathy in yain. Numerous instances of 
this kind might be clted where ald has 
beeu quictly and unostentattously giy- 
en by him. In Sir Willlam’s retirement 
Canada will lose a statesman of great 
capacity and breadth of ylew, of large 
and generous sympathies, a hearty loy- 
er of his country, and one who exercis- 
ed his skill in constructive statesman- 
ship in the interest of the people at 
large.

MURDER IN BARTON 


: | 
Young Woman’s Dead Body’ 
Foundin Woods Near Hamilton. | 


| GAGGED BEFORE SHOOTIN 


An Attempt Had Evidently Been Made 
to Burn the Body, and All Evidences 
of Identification Were Removed — 
Deceased Was Well Dressed and 
Was Very CleanJy In Habits— 
She Was About 25 Years Old. 


Hamilton, Oct. 11—A mysterious 
murder, committed {n James Johnston's 
bush, about two miles from the city, 
Was brought to Ilght yesterday after- 
noon. The place is back over the moun- 
tain near Marahall’n lime kilns. Nei- 
ther the victim or the murderer ia 
known, and the circumstances are ex- 
cepHonal. Death was from a revolver 
wound, and an attempt had been made 
to burn the body after all marks of 
identification had been removed or de- 
stroyed. 

The victim is a young woman about 
26 years of ago. She had been gagged 
with her handkerchief and then the 
assassin held a reyolver close to her 
head, behind the right ear, and fired. 
Death probably resulted instantly. 

The murderer stripped her of every- 
thing that might tell who she was. No 
purse or anything that would give a 
clue to her identity was left. 

The body was then covered with dry 
brush, and a bundle of burning paper 
was thrust into the heap. The fire 
dled out after burning a small hole in 
the woman's skirts, and the murderer 
did not watt to relight it 

The body was found yesterday af- 
ternoon, and was brought to Blachford 
& Sons’ morgoe last evening, where it 
was viewed by thousands of citizens. 
Many of those who saw {t declared that 
they knew her, but up till a late hour 
last night no one was able to positively 
Identify her. 

She had been dead about 25 hours 
When discovered. There are marks 
about the throat that Indicate that the 
poor girl may have been choked before 
betng shot, but the doctors are in- 
clined to doubt that. They think that 
the marks are post-mortem. The dis- 
covery of the body was made by three 
youngsters who were out nutting. 

The dead girl was quite tall, meas- 
uring 5 feet 8 inches. She fs dark 
complexioned and bas very prominent 
cheek bones and sharp features, She 
was respectably dressed, and apparent- 
ly very cleanly in her habits, She wore 
@ three-quarter length brown coat, a 
white embroidered waist and black 
skirt. 

Some of the residents of the moun- 
tain say that they saw the girl and a 
young man entering the bush Monday. 

An empty whiskey flask was found 
near the body. 

Grand Jury Reduces Charge. 

Peterboro, Oct. 11—In the grand 
jury at the fall Assizes, yesterday, In 
the case of Patrick McAuliffe, the Em- 
ily Township farmer, charged with the 
murder of Fred Hudson, hotel keeper, 
on June 1, by striking him a blow on 
the head, reduced the charge to one 
of manslaughter and brought in a bill 
to that effect.

PRINCE CHARLES TO BE KING 


Norway's Parliament Discusses the 
Dissolution Between That Country 
and Swoden — Proposals of the 
Government Will be Accepted by 
An Overwhelming Majority— 
Await Riksdag's Decision. 


Christlanta, Oct. 9,—In the Storthing 
‘Saturday a debate was opened on the 
Karlstad agreement concerning the dis- 

solution of the union between Norway 

| and Sweden, The Republican minority, 
which !s opposed to the agreement, and 
| which 1s supposed to number twenty 
votes, profited by the oceaslon to at- 
tack Premler Micholsen and Worelgn

tions of the union before electing as 
king, Prince Charles of Denmark, which 
is expected to take place the last week 
in October. 

M. Prehenzem, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee appointed to report on 
the agreement, opened the debate. He 
said, a different result might indecd 
have been desired in many respects, but 
that the house would serve the truo 
interests of the country by adopting 
the agreement now. 

The spokesman of the minority sald 
that if the fortifications were razed, 
Sweden would be able to develop an 
army and hinder Norwegian mobiliza- 
tion and render Norway powerless, The 
minority, he added, had hoped to secure 
the full independence of Norway, but 
the agreement curtailed independence 
to such an extent that the minority 
would rather retain the constitution. 

Premier Michelsen said the laurels 
won by the Swedish chauvinists filled 
the Norwegian chauvinists with envy. 
It had been the object of the Norwe- 
glan policy to repress this chauvinism. 
The whole of the north was grateful to 
the Swedish Liberals for combating 
chauyinism. All the powers, the Pre- 
mier continued, had earnestly advised 
Norway to arrange the relation with 
Sweden, to which the Government's 
efforts ‘were directed, and added that 
a majority of the experts consulted 
were of the opinion that the retention 
of the fortifications was a vital ques- 
tion, 

M. Castheng attacked Premier Mich- 
elsen, accusing him of undue defer- 
ence to “Sweden in disregarding the 
national honor of Norwty. 

Rev. Mr. Eriksen, Socialist, proposed 
to submit the Swedish conditions to 
The Hague ‘for arbitration. This was 
opposed 'by Foreign Minister Loveland, 
Minister for Defence Olesan and Min- 
ister of Commerce and Industry: Arc- 
tander. ! 


HUNGARY’S FEELINGS. 


Coalitionists Expect by Their Plan to 
Avert a Revolt—Austria Not 
‘Hopeful of Peace. 


Vienna, Oct. 9—For the first time 
since the outbreak of the Hungarlan 
crisis, two prominent  coalitionists, 
Francis Kossuth and Gezade Polonyi, 
have taken an active step with a view 
toward an adjustment of the situation. 

Saturday they wired to Herr Von 
Szogyeny-Marich, the Ambassador at 
Berlin, asking him to receive them, The 
Ambassador answered in the affirma- 
tlye and Kossuth and Polony| had a 
Jong talk with the diplomat. {Kossuth 
submitted a plan to appease Hungarian 
feelings and simultaneously to remove 
Bmperor Francls Joseph's scruples. 

Herr Von Szogyeny-Marich promised 
to act as mediator between the Crown 
and the coalitionists by requesting the 
King-Emperor to grant an audience for 
an explanation of Kossuth's plans. At 
the same time he warned Kossuth and 
Polonyl of the risk of not informing 
the other leaders of the coalition, and 
sald that ig the effort falled it would 
likely be construed as an attempt to 
cover the retreat of the coallitionists. 

Austrian circles are not hopeful of a 
peaceful solution of the question, 

As the Hungarian Diet re-opens Oc~ 
tober 10, Count Julius Andrassy, for- 
mer Hungarian Premier, was Satur- 
day entrusted by the coalltlon with the 
task of moying an impeachment of the 
Cabinet of Baron Pejervary.

Mutual Life Insurance Co.'s Monoy 
Also Paid to Down the Democrats—

Extraordinary Grand Jury— 
Fraternal Insurance, Too. 


New York, Oct. 6—It was brought 

_t by testimony before the Legislative 
Investigation conmittee, yesterday, that 
Robert EL. McCurdy, son of Richard A- 
McCurdy, president of the Mutua) Life 
Insurance Co., has received as com-= 
mission on foreign business, $1,163,829, 
and on domestic business $641,852, ond’ 
that Louls A. Thebaud son-in-law of 
Richard A. McCurdy, has recelyed an 
aggregate of $920,112 in commissions 
from the company. Robert H. Mc- 
Curdy sald he expected his income 
this year would be about $110,000. 

Previous to this testimoney W. F. 
Thummel, an attorney of the Mutual 
Life ‘Insurance Co., testifed that he 
had paid to the chairman of the TRepub- 
lican congressional campalgn cormmit- 
tee $2,500 in cash as a campalgn con- 
tribution, which had been given him 
for the purpose by Vice-President 
Robert A. Grannis. 

Mr. Jerome, in announcing {n court 
that the scandals will be submitted to 
an extraordinary grand jury, sald the 
inquiry by the Legislative committee 
had shown “greater moral obliquity and 
moral ‘obtuseness on the part of the 
persons important In the business world 
than did the shocking revelations in 
regard to the Hqultable Life.” 

Hyde Gets No Favors. 

Another incident of the day's devel- 
opments was the publication of a let- 
ter from Charles EB. Hughes, counsel 
to the Legislative committee, to Sam- 
uel Untermyer, counsel for James J. 
Hyde, the former controlling stock- 
holder of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, in which Mr. Hughes said the 
committee would make no discrimina- 
tion in favor of Mr. Hyde in his exam- 
‘examination before the committee. 

The Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day, adopted a resolution declaring that 
additional legislation is needed for the 
“proper regulation of life insurance com- 

panies. 

4 Fraternal Insurance, Too. 

In response to a letter of inquiry 
from a member of the Royal Arcanum, 
Senator Armstrogs, chairman of the 
Legislative insurance investigating 
commission, wrote yesterday that “We 
intend to devote some time to frater- 
nal insurance before we finish our la- 
bors.” 


‘McCall Must Repay. 

Jefferson City, Mo. Oct. 6—State 
Insurance Superintendent W. D. Van- 
|, diver last night announced that unless 
John A. McCall resigns the presidency 
of the New York Life Insurance and 
repays the money which the commis- 
sioners think has been improperly di- 
verted from the trust fund for politi- 
cal purposes, he will immediately take 
steps to take away the company’s 
charter in Missouri and stop the com- 
pany from doing business in the state. 


COVERED WIDE RANGE. 


Tariff Commission's Inquiry at Vic- 
toria, British Columbia. 
Victoria, Oct. 6.—Hon, Messrs Field- 
ing, Paterson and Brodeur reached 
Victoria Wednesday night in their tar- 
iff investigation tour, and were cor- 
dially welcomed at an _ informal 
non-partisan reception at the Hotel 
Dryad. The Victoria sitting of the 
commission coyered a wide range of 
topics from shipbuilding to oyster cul- 
tivation, each applicant being assured 
one Government's careful considera- 

tion. 

There now remains only the lumber- 
men to be heard, and the business of 
the commission in Victorila wll be 
at an end.

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HAMMER TELLS HOW 


Young Hauch Was Shot At the 
East Zorra Charivari. 


CLAIMS IT WAS AN ACCIDENT 


Pulled the Hammer of His Revolver 
Back Too Far, It Slipped, and Strik- 
ing a Cartridge That Had Prov- 
jously Missed Fire the Bullet 
Found Its Billet — Jury Says 
lt Was Accidental. 


Tavistock, Oct. 6—TLhe secret of the 
shooting affair at the charlvarl at the 
house of Mrs) John Wagester, 17th 
concession, Bast Zorra, was revealed 
yesterday afternoon when Simon Ham- 
mer of Tavistock, a young man of 21, 
employed by Danicl Pletsch, lot 26, 
concession 14, Hast Zorra, handed to 
the coroner a 2§-callbre revolver, sald 
that he belleved that he fired the shot 
that Killed Houch, and, weeping bitter- 
ly, expressed extreme regret at the fa- 
{al termination of the accident. 

A number of witnesses were called 
previously, but their eyldence threw 
no light on the shooting. ach had 
heard a number of shots, but the num- 
ber heard by any witness was much 
less than the actual number of shots 
fired. George Boatman, a member of 
the charlvari party, testifled to seeing 
Simon Hammer standing to the west 
of Hauch during the charlvari, Ham- 
mer was then called. He sald he went 
with George Witzel, a neighbor's son, 
and joined the party a short distance 
from the Wagester homestead. He 
admitted haying a revolver and the 
coroner warned him that any further 
evidence might be used against him 
afterwards. 

Told All the Truth. 

He sald: “Til tell the truth, the 
whole truth.” Continuing, he sald: “I 
stood beside Hauch, about three feet 
to the west. We started to shoot. 
Bauch fired three shots and I fired 
three, When I was going to re-load 1 
pulled the hammer back too far and 
when I tried to let it down to half-cock 
it slipped out of my hand, striking a 
cartridge that had missed fire. As it 
went off the revolver flew up and the 
bullet struck Hauch in the arm." 

“Here the witness broke down, and, 
sobbing bitterly, sald: ‘I did not mean 
to do it, and I am sorry that I shot 
the poor boy.” 

Hammer afterwards explained that 
four chambers of his 38 calibre bull- 
dog revolver were loaded and the ham- 
mer rested on the fifth, which was 
empty. He thought he fired the four 
cartridges, but one had missed and the 
hammer struck it when he was re- 
loading, 

Witness did not know the bullet from 
his revolver had struck Mauch except 
that he saw the smoke of the discharge 
between them, and just after it went 
off Hauch said: “I'm shot,” and fell 
to the ground. He had no grudge 
against deceased, with whom he was 
not acquainted. 

The jury, after being out 17 minutes, 
brought in the following verdict at 
9.25: “That John S. Hauch came to his 
death by a bullet accidentally discharg- 
ed from a revolver, sald revolver being 


at the time in the hands of Simon 
Hammer.” 


WOMAN HORRIBLY BATTERED.

White settlers learnod of this 
ond under pressure the natives ad- 
mitted they bad roasled the bodics 
and devoured the arms and legs of 
the unfortunate men,

froup, causing the loss of aboul 120 
lives) A wave nearly six feet high 
swept the island of Jaluit. The set- 
tlement is on an island about 2 mile 
long, and where the Europeaos are 
gathered, about 150 yards wide.

THE DIRECT AND INDIRECT OUT- 


LAY WAS ABOUT ONE BILLION.

‘Preparodness” in Time of Peace Re- 
duced the Outlay. 

The London Statist estimates tho 
cost of the war to Japan, direct und 
indirect. at $1,000,000,000. According 
to the ¢ Minister, Okuma, 


<-Foreign 


speaking before the Associated Chum- | 


bers of Commerce at Tokio on Wed- 
nesday, this sum will be extended by 
two hundred and fifty millions by the 
time the withdrawl of the troops %s 
completed. Roughly, speaking, he said, 
the interest alone will be seventy-five 
millions, or nearly twice the reyenue 
of ten years ago. The increased tax_ 
burden to the people is represented 
by 86 per heed, as compared with $2 
per head before the war. The nation- 
al debt burden is $25 per head, ag- 
ainst $6 per head before the war. 

Analyzing the outlays on war ac- 
count, the Statist says tho direot ex- 
penditures inolude domestic war 
foans to an aggregate of $250,000,- 
000, and foreign borrowings of $410- 
000,000, or in all $660,000,000, and spe- 
cial war taxes $107,000,000, Theso 
items foot up in round figures $767,- 
000,000 chargeable directly to tho 
war. In the indireot expenditures 
are included those incurred in mak- 
ing provisions against the coming of 
the contest, money spent in time of 
peace in preparing for war, and also 
the cost of bringing back the army, 
and the general redjustment to the 
condition following the cessation of 
hostilities. « 

lt will be seen from Okuma’s more 
recent est-:mate that the Statist’s cal- 
culations have been very conserva- 
tive, for the closing up of the final 
accounts of asgreat war is a process 
that usually, runs far into the fol- 
lowing, peace. 

Russia, the Statist estimates, has 
paid out in cash and has incurred in 
obligations a sum of not less than 
$1,500,000,000 fairly chargeable to the 
war during its continuance, not to 
speak of consequential costs. It re- 
gards the current European estimate 
that Russia! has in 1905 up to the ar- 
mistice spent at least 

$2,500,000 A DAY 
as well within the mark. 
as there is no parliamentary body in 
Russia which goes oyer the Govern- 
ment’s accounts, the Russian expend- 
itures are not so easily approximated 
as those of Japan, where the Diet has 
the power of the purse which implies 
the power of scrutinizing the books. 
The Statist’s figures as to Russia 
must therefore be to a considerable 
extent guesswork, but the guesswork 
of a journal peculiarly well inform- 
ed as to European high finance, and 
therefore commanding a great deal 
pt confidence. 

The Statist, putting the cost of the 
South African war to Great Britain 
at $1,500,000,000, draws from Japan's 
financial experience the lesson that 
“preparedness” in peace is the short 
way for reducing the cost of hostil- 
ities, It has no doubt that ic cost 
Great Britain more money, well us 
more time to conquer two petty re- 
publies in South Africa than it did 
Japan to defeat and roll back the 
Czar’s army the whole length of 
Manchuria and to smash two fleets, 
Had Great Britain possessed the mil- 
itary nization of Jupan the 
South an war would not have 
rolled up such an enormous total of 
expenditure, in the Statist's opin- 
ion. But such conclusions are not 
altogether safe, for the conditions 
that have to be borne in mind aro 
geographical and political as wellas 
military. Had the British army been 
as well prepared as that of Japan 
and as well organized it would still 
have been necessary to transport it 
thousands of miles by sea’ to its base 
of operations. In fact it had to bo 
moyed us famas that of Russia, witb 
the difference that it truvelled by 
steamer and not by rail.

England and Russia May Yet Bo 
Friends — Respecting India. 

London, Oct. 7.—Following closely 
mpon the publication of the text of tho 
‘Anglo-Japaneso treaty. has come con- 
miderable tol of the possibility of an 
underatanding between Great Britain 
and Russia, All the newspapers ore

Australian Service With Canada 
May Have to Go. 


NEW ZEALAND MAY GET IT 


Commonwealth's Policy Will Be Dis- 
astrous to Subsidized Steamship Ser- 
vice, and the Subsidy May Bo 
Transferred to Now Zealand 
Line—Shipments Will Bo Di- 
vorted Via Now York. 


Ottawa, Oct, 7.—Australla’s action 
in declining to except Canada from 
the new customs regulation adding in- 
Jand frejghts from polnts of shipment 
to the value of goods when imported 
into the Commonwealth means that 
tho bulk of shipments from Canada 
for Australia will yo by way of New 


' York. 


This spells disaster for the monthly 
steamship service now maintained by 
the Union Steamship Company, under 
subsidy, between Vancouver and Aus- 
tralia, The company might still con- 
tinue to do business with freight from 
the United States, but it Is no poliey 
subsidize steamships 
to carry United States goods, 

The present contract with the Union 
Steamship Company is one in whieh 
Canada, Australia and Pijt take part. 
But more than half of the subsidies 
are pald by this country, The present 
contract is for one year, from Atgust 
1, 1905, but {t hag been further ¢ 
ed for twelve months from Augu 
1906, unless elther party to the apre 


ment givea notice to the contrary 
three months before July 1 next. 
The two years’ exiénslon was recent= 


ly agreed to, in consideration of an nd- 
ditional subsidy of $80,000, which I 
borne su equal amounts by Canada and 
Australia, The total subsidy now pald 
to the Union Steamship Co, tv $230,000, 
which js, apportioned nu fo!

EACLE KILLED BY ITS PREY. 


Dragged to Death by big Maskallonge 
it Had. 

Along the shores of Chautauqua 
lake, New York, a colony, of eagles 
has made ils home. An incideut o2- 
curred reeently in which ove of 
these birds, a fine specimen, met ils 
death. The story) is a true one, and 
is youched for by a Mr. Dykenian, a 
resident on Bayfield arm, in that 
yicinily, who, with his wife, witness- 


ed the remarkable occurrence. 
One day recently an eagle was 
gracefully soaring over the luke, 


when suddenly it darted wilh light- 
ning like rapidity toward the water, 
catching in its talons a maskailongs 
over two feet in length and weigh- 
ing probably ten pounds. There was 
a clash, a splashing of fins and fea- 
thers, a mighty struggle, but slow- 
ly the great American bird rose in 
the air with its captive dangling, 
but still wriggling, in its clutch. 
Then the bird began to sink slowly 
toward the Juke, its decent increas- 
ing every second till bird and fish 
fell into the water with a splash. 
Tho maskallonge had evidently proy- 
ed too haayy and put up too much of 
a fight for the eagle, but the lat- 
ter’s talons were so deeply and firm- 
ly imbedded in the fish thal it could 
not release its hold, and as its 
strength gave way, it sank into the 
water and was drowned, Philudel- 
phia Press.

CONVENTION 
TEACHERS AT BOBCAYCEON. 


Inspectors Knight, 
Peterboro, Took Part in Discussion 


A special convention for school 
trustee and teachers was held at 
Bobcaygeon on Friday, Oct. 18th. 

At the afternoon meeting, which 
was held in the schoolhouse, the 
subject of “Pubhe examin tions” was 
introduced by Inspector: Knight. In 
the discussion which followed, the 
teachers who spoke were opposed to 
the reyival of what was termed a 
“dead and buried institution,” while 
the trustees and others who spoke 
thought that much good would re- 
sult to parents, pupils and teachers, 
from (be holding of pub!c cxamina- 
tions. 

Inspector Brown, .of ‘Peterboro, dis- 
cussed the . “Ideal Trustee.” The 
father of a iamily generally made a 
good trustee, but there were excep- 
tions when even a ‘bachelor made a 
good trustee. Some trustees tried to 
carry on the school as cheaply as 
possible, and the result was inter- 


ior equipment for the school and in- 
ferior educalion for the children. 


THE NIGUT SESSION 
At the evening meeting, which was 
held in the town hall, Inspector 
Knight introduced the subject of 


“Government Grants to Public 
Schools” He quoted figures show- 
ing the amounts paid by the Goyern- 
ment and the County Counci) Lo the 
High schools at Lindsay and Ome- 
mee, and to the Bnblic Schools in 
the County of Victoria. In the 
grants to High Schools, equipment, 
libraries and the qualification of the 
teachers are taken into account,; in 
those to Public Scheols tha number. 
of inhabitants and attendanco at 
school only are considered. The 
grants to Public Schools should be 
materially increased, and the suit- 
ability of the building, blackboards, 
maps and other equipment, the qual-~ 
ification of the teacher os well as 
the attendance should be the oasis 
of dielribution, 

Inspector Brown advocated a half- 
day system to be adopted in some 
rura) schools during the summer 
months, in which the; pupils of whe 
8rd and 4th classes wonld be taught 
from & to 11 am., and the, pupils of 
the Jet and fad .rem 1 toe 
4d pau. This would enable the elder 
pupils to have three hours at school 
ond do a large amount of work on 
the farm. The younger pupils would 
chave sufficient teaching and (te 
teacher would have less trouble with 
«diselpline and seat work, as the oum- 
\ber of pupils present at one time 
would be just one half Aa it is, 
“many pupils leaya as soon aa suinimer 
work begins and do not return Lill 
fall.

EXCITING — SESSION 


Jeers For McCurdy At the Insur- 
ance Investigation. 


KEPT PRESS PUFF BUREAU 


The $150,000 a Year President Was Not 
Fortified With Knowledge About the 
Company—Chairman Shows How 

Near McCurdy Traveled Towards 
Indictment for Misdemeanor— 
$5,000 to Wisconsin Man. 


New York, Oct. 18—Testimony in 
the insurance investigation which was 
resumed yesterday after a week's ad- 
journment of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, taken because of the death last 
week of 8. Fred Nixon, Speaker of the 
Assembly, was most exciting through- 
out the entire day, and only the re- 
peated threats of Senator Armstrong, 
chairman of the committee, to clear the 
room, prevented violent demonstrations 
of disapprobation of the witness, who 
was Richard A. McCurdy, president of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Co. As it 
was, however, there were Jeers at sev- 
eral perlods of the day’s testimony 
that temporarily interrupted the test!- 
mony. These came when Mr. Hughes, 
the counsel for the committee, asked 
guestions that Mr. McCurdy was re- 
luctant to answer, or evaded 

A Comparison. 

Before the witness was called James 
McKeen, associate counsel to the com- 
mittee, put in evidence for the records, 
a statement of the assets of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. and of the Banks 
of Engiand, France and Germany. 
James M. Beck, counsel for the Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., claimed last Tues- 
day before the committee that the as- 
gets of the Mutual Life exceeded the 
combined assets of the Banks of Eng- 
land, France and Germany. By cable 
Mr, McKeen said he had ascertained 
the combined assets of those institu- 
tions where $2,226,574,725, while those 
of the Mutual Life were $440,978,371. 
Further, sald Mr. McKeen, he had 
found the salary of the president of the 
Bank of Germany to be $30,000 per an- 
num, and that of the chief governor 
of the Bank of England to be $10,000. 
Mr. McCurdy received $150,000 a year. 
He had been unable to ascertain the 
salary of the president of the Bank of 
France, 

Getting at the Press. 

In Mr. McCurdy's testimony yester- 
day it was disclosed that the Mutual 
Life employed a literary bureau to 
fend out to the press of the country 
notices that were of benefit to the com- 
pany. It came out when a voucher for 
the payment of $2,500 to Joseph How- 
ard, Jr. in 1904, was produced Mc- 
Curdy explained that Howard was a 
newspaper correspondent, and that his 
professional services consisted in syn- 
dicating news stories. He pald How- 
ard about $2,500 a year for these ser- 
vices. 

Witness Didn't Know. 

An attempt was made to obtain from 
McCurdy the reason for reducing the 
dividends on policies as the business 
increased and the assets piled up. To 
all the questions on this matter, the 
witness said. he was not fortified with 
the information required. When Mc- 
Curdy would not offer the informa- 
tion himself, Mr. Hughes started on 
another line of inquiry. Later m the 
day, Chairman Armstrong explained 
that since the information desired could 
be obtained by another source, it was 
agreeable to the committee to let Mc- 
Curdy remain silent. Had he, however, 
been directed to answer and knowing 
the information refused, steps would 
have been taken to indict hin for a 
misdemeanor. 


The Legal Expenses. 


The legal expenses were again recur- 
red to and youchers for the payment 
of ‘various sums were read. It was 
brought out that Wm. Barnes, Sr. of 
Albany, had appeared before the com- 
mittee in Albany last winter and had 
received $1,000 from the New York 
Life. Later it appeared, from a letter 
to McCurdy from Barnes, Jr, that 
Barnes, Sr., received an annual retain- 
er to the Mutual Life. 


A youcher in 1902 for $10,000, pay- 


able to T. H. Bowles, was explained | 


by McCurdy as partial settlement of 
a suit, Bowles, formerly general agent 
in Milwaukee, had brought against the 
company. When it came Bowles’ turn 
to have his business taken over by the 
company, under the pollcy of the com- 
pany to assume all general agencies, 
Bowles wrote a letter to the president, 
which he termed “insubordination,” 
and dismissed the writer Later Bowles 
agitated a policyholders’ crusade 
against the company, and McCurdy said 
the suit was settled to end the agita- 
ton. 

Concerning a payment of $5,000 to 
Wm. A. Fricke, a former insurance 
commissioner of Wisconsin, McCurdy 
testified that this payment was made 
after the receipt of a letter from Charl- 
ton T, Lewis, saying that Fricke would 
accept a retainer “to see that the in- 
terests of the Mutual Life should come 
to no harm’ in that state. McCurdy 
authorized the payment 

Mr. McCurdy will be a witness again 
to-day.

ARE FRIENDS AGAIN| THE BARTON MURDER 


Russo-Japanese War Has 
Official End. 


EMPERORS SIGN THE TREATY 


America Informs the Czar of the Mi- 
kado's Act, and France Performs a 
Like Service at Tokio Japan 

Gets Quickly to Work and Order 
Is Issued For the Prompt Eva- 
cuation of Manchuria. 


St Petersburg, Oct. 16—At 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon Spencer Eddy, the 
American charge de’affaires, offictally 
informed the Foreign Office that the 
Emperor of Japan ratified the Russo~- 
Japanese peace treaty Saturday. 

The French Minister at Tokio, at 
the same hour, informed the Japanese 
Government that Emperor Nicholas 
had signed the treaty. 

The treaty may be published to-day 
in The Offictal Messenger. 

Withdrawing Troops, 

Tokio, Oct. 16—It is believed that 
the Government has sent an order to 
Manchurian headquarters to begin the 
evacuation of Japanese troops to-day. 

It is expected that Japan will effect 
a complete withdrawal of her troops 
in six months. 

Baron Hayashi, interviewed by a Jiji 
representative, says that the uprisings 
in Corea are not serious, the {irregular 
mobs being without leaders. The pen- 
insula {s now practically a dependency 
of Japan, and adequate capital and 
wise foresight would certainly develop 
the natural resources of the country 
and make Corea the source of consid- 
erable wealth. 

The news that Vice-Admiral Togo 
has worshipped at Ize Temple is creat- 
ing 2 profound impression. It {s be- 
Meved that his act will furnish a last- 
ing example in national religious edu- 
cation, and that ancestral worship will 
be given fresh stimulation, especially 
{n the army and navy. Admiral Togo 
has shown his {mplicit faith in what 
he sald in his report of the great nayal 
battle when he attributed the Japanese 
yictory to the protection of the spirits 
of the Imperial ancestors. 

‘The Navy Department has announc- 
ed the seizure of the American steam- 
er Centennial, on Oct. 10, In Soya 
Strait. The Centennial is an iron 
schooner rigged steamer of 2,075 tons.

PANIC AT FUNERAL. 


St. Petersburg’s Tribute to Prince 
Troubetskoy—Charge Crowd. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 16—The body of 
Prince Troubetskoy was conveyed to 
the Nikolai Station yesterday for re- 
moyal to Moscow. A vast multitude and 
deputations of students followed the 
cortege. When the procession was 
nearing the station a squadron of gen- 
darmes appeared, and almost at the 
same moment a revolver shot rang out 
from the crowd, causing a panic The} 
gendarmes drew their swords, charged, 
and dispersed the crowd, mourners and 
spectators leaving quietly in all direc- 
tions The gendarmes did not use their 
swords, and as far as can be ascer— 
tained no one was injured. Among the 
wreaths laid on the coffin was one of 
natural orchids from Emperor Nicho- 
las. 

Red flag demonstrations in the Ney- 
sky Prospect yesterday afternoon drew 
out immense crowds of spectators, but 
& squadron of gendarmes and Cossacks 
drove the demonstrators away without 
resorting to force. There were no dis- 
turbances in the industrial quarter of 
the city. 

A strike of printers has been declar- 
ed in the Government of Saratoff, and 
nO newspapers are being printed. A 
bomb was thrown yesterday, but there 
were no fatalities. 

Bomb Throwers Shoot Three Policemen 

Warsaw, Oct. 16—A bomb was 
trown yesterday at the villa of an 
English manufacturer. The cook and 
gardener were killed and the house was 
damaged. The bomb-throwers then fled, 
pursued by the police. When close 
pressed the fugitives turned, shot and 
killed three policemen, and then escap- 
ed. 

Will Isolate Prisoners. 


Viadivostock, Oct. 16—Barracks are 
being constructed at Egersheld, a sub- 
urb, and arrangements are being m 
to receive prisoners there, It is do- 
sired to keep prisoners entirely Isolated 
from the population. Special baths are 
being bullt and winter clothing for 60,- 
000 men is to be brought here.

TRIBUTES TO IRVING. 


Last Words of the Tragedian Those 
Spoken By Becket As He Dies, 
“Into Thy Hands, Oh Lord!” 


London, Oct. 16—Seldom has the 
death of a public man in England call- 
ed out such a universal expression of 
sorrow as has followed the tragically 
sudden death of Sir Henry Irving at 
Bradford Friday night. Appreciations, 
histories of his cgreer and stories of 
his many-sided acityities, fill the news- 
papers. His last words on the stage 
as the curtain was rung down on the 
death of Becket, “Into thy hands, oh 
Lord, into thy hands,” were practical- 
ly the last he uttered, as he never 
spoke after his collapse in the hall of 
the hotel, where he died, 

Flags are half-masted over the town 
ball and other public buildings at 
Bradford, and telegrams are pouring 
in from all parts of the country. 

In view of the doctor’s certificate, 
the coroner has decided that an in- 
quest is not necessary. No definite 
funeral arrangements have been made, 
but the family is understood to desire 
to have them as simple as possible. 

Royalty’s Sympathy. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra, 
through Gen. Dwighton MacNaghten 
Probyn, keeper of the privy purse and 
extra equerry to the King yesterday 
sent a message of sympathy to the 
family of Sir Henry Irving, in which 
their Majesties say: 

“We will Indeed be a great loss to 
the profession of which he was such 
a distinguished member.” 

Messages of sympathy have been 
recelyed from President Roosevelt and 
Director Jules Claretie on behalf of 
the Comedie Francaise. 

In Westminster Abbey. 

It is likely that Sir Henry Irving 
will be buried in Westminster Abbey, 
in the poets’ corner where lie the 
bodies of Garrick, Mrs, Siddons and 
other theatrical celebritles. 

A meeting: will be held in London 
to-day, at which a proposition for a 
national memorial will take shape, It 
is understood to be extremely probable 
that Sir Charles Wyndham wil) pro- 
pose the endowment of a national 
theatre in Sir Henry's name, 


Fall Kills Young Man, 

— Yesterday 
morning & young man named George 
Rosseau was so seriously hurt that he 
succumbed to his injuries about six 
last evening. The unfortunate fellow 
was working in the hold of the schoon- 
er Isabelle Reid unloading coal. As 
his bucket ascended it displaced a 
plank in the scaffold above him, which 
fell, striking him upon the head, frac- 
turing his skull, Deceased was about 
thirty-flve years of age, and unmar- 
ried, his home being in Benson Mines, 
New Yorl.

Erle, Pa., Oct. 17—Two terrifle ex- 
plosions at the main supply house of

The Walkerville Match C com- 
munication was then dealt with. 

Mr. Flavelle—‘‘It seems to me we 
ought to have a sum set aside to 
spend in gending delegates to look 
into all these outside propositions. 
We ought to act now and not leave 
the communication over for the Coun- 
cil to deal with—they might not meet 
for a couple of weeks. Other towns 
send delegaies to look into all these 
matters as soon as the industries 
come to their notice. Are we too 
cautious in spending money that way?

| FRENCH CANADIANS 


LOYAL 10 BRITAIN, 


Mr. W. T. R Preston, Ganadian 
England, Replies to Comme 


Rov, Dr. Pitchett, of Austrutia, who 
Jalely visited Canada, has been 
ing in the London Mail a sericy of 
articles on Lhis country, in the course | 
of which he made some comments oo 
the [Mrenoh-speaking and Catholic 
population of Uhis Province that have 
called forth a letter to the English 
press from: the, pen of Mr. W. T. R 
Preston, Canadian Emigration Com- 
missioner in London. We make 
some extracts from Mr. Preston's ilet- 
tex: 

The peculiar position of che French 
yuce in Canada is an enignia which 
un outsider has some diffioully in 
understanding, but he has no dilti- 
cully whalever in misunderstanding 
Given a F'ranco-phobian to begin 
with, a Protestant who can seo no 
food in “Mother Ohurch” Pecoute 
him with narrow secturian influences 
on the occasion of brief visit to 
Canada, and, when Providence bas en- 
dowed him with a brilliant Smagino 
tion, he finds a text for that most 
exaggerated views respecting the po- 
sition of the Catholic church in the 
Dominion, 

A cursory glance at the situation 


a 


in that part of his Majesty's Domin- 
ion might baye the impr that 
all hat has recently appeared in the 
columns of "The Daily Mail,? under 
the title of “An Empire of Mixed 
Tints,” should be accepted without 
qves{ion. But o more careful study 
of the question, a deeper insight in- 
to the characteristics of the Freneb- 
Canadian, or, in a word, a ‘study of 
the fucts of the case, and instead of 
ospressions illuminated by imaginat- 
ive fears, it will be found that there 
is much to justify the contention that 
in the French race in Canada, the 
British Empire has neither occasion 
for alarm or anxiety. 


PRIVILEGES OF THE CATHOLIC 
| CHURCH. 


The Catholic clergy collect tithes 
upon agricultural} holdings from their 
adherents in the Province of Quebec. 
The Church of England do likewise 
in the United Kingdom. The right to 
collect tithes were conferred upon the 
chureh by Great Britain. If the ad- 
herents of the church do not object 
to paying tithes and there is no evi- 
dence that they do, it seems some- 
what guestionable whether Protest- 
ants have any occasion to interfere. 
Beyond that, however, any author- 
ity which the Catholic church has in 
this particular was conferred by the 
British under the Treaty of Paris 
and was granted to them in the prac- 
tice of their religion ‘‘as far as ft is 
consistent with the British law.” and 
it is only within the lines allawed 
by British law that this right is ob- 
served. 

{t is true that Catholic church pro- 
perty in the Province of Quebeo is 
untaxed, And it is also true that all 
church property throughout the en- 
tire Dominion of Canada is untaxed. 
Therefore the principle of untaxed 
property is no greater offence in the 
application to Ca'tholics than to Pro- 
testants. The clergy may represent 
the ratepayers on the Municipal Ed- 
ucationall Bourds, but these Boards 
are subject by the Jaws of the prov- 
ince to a Central Committee of Ed- 
ucation, the majority of this super- 
vising \board being Jay and not cleri- 
cal. When the impression is conve. 
ed that the educational institutions 
of the provinces are simply additions 
to ‘the Catholic church the inference 
is neither fair nor just. 

If the charge was true that the 
clergy of the Catholic church “man- 
age” the educational facilities of the 
Province of Quebeo they would {ndeed 
deserve commendation rather than 
otherwise. This maligned province 
has a public school system more sat- 
isfactory in its mode, manner and re- 
sults than the educational system 
that is provided for the masses in 
England, 


CLERICAL INFLUENCE IN 
POLITICS. 


If the rling spirit in the goyern- 
ment of Quebec, whether in munici- 
pal or provincial polities, for the) last 
century and a half has been’ the 
Ohureh, then the church should be 
wongratulated on the result of its 
labors. And Lt might base this com- 
mondation on the character of the 
population, a people about whose so- 
bricty there can be no question; a 
people respecting whose intense in- 
terest in responsible government no 
one can deny; a people who stand 
out clear ond distinct as religioas, 
virtuous, progressive, ambitious and 
successful, Surely then it might be 
said that the Churoh had done its 
work well. But it is not true that 
the Church is the predominant —in- 
fluence in the government of the Pro- 
vince. In the carly history of the 
country, under fhe government es- 
tablished by Wrance, the Church was 
riven a promiuent place, And the 
Church until comparatively recent 
years undoubtedly exercised an in- 
fluence on the political life of the 
populace, but that situation has 
eeused. Tt may not have ceused bo- 
cause the provincial clergy desired a 
change, but it finallly came to an end 
by an edict from Rome in the timo 
of the late Supreme Pontiff, when, 
after an enquiry by the present Pa- 
pal Secretary of Stato, Cardinal Mer- 
ry del Wal, orders were issued from 
Rome prohibiting the clergy from in- 
terfering in the government or poli- 
tics in Lhe province. To say now 
the clergy exercise control either in 
munioipal, provincial or federal poli- 
ties is Go Ply in the face of establish- 
ed facts. It does not require a refer- 
«neo ta the edict from Rome to ostab- 
lish the contention that the olorgy 
do not control the habitant, the term 
designating the Wrench-Onnadian 
peasant, Instances without number, 
in the early part of the preaont gen- 
ciation, can be given to prove, that 
the babitant has been less amenublo 
to clerical influence than many of 
the enthusiostic “bulwarks” of Pro-

ARE THE WRENCH-CANADIANS 
LOYAL? 

This is uw pertinent question. Lf 
| tho privileges conferred by the treaty 
ic Paris have failed lo create on the 
| banks of the St, Lawrence River a 
“loyal people thensf am not indisposed 
to say that the conciliatory terms of 
| the treaty might better be canceiled. 
j1f the special privileges granted to 
| these people o century and a half ago 
|hayve placed nearly two millions of 
the Canadian population in a posi- 
tion antagonistic to British interczts, 
then liberty is a fallure, and a goy- 
ernment such as exists in Russia is 
| the only one that modern civilization 
should tolerate. It is hardly fair for 
a friend to put into the mouth of an- 
other expressions which were never 
used, It certainly is less commiend- 
able for an alien to endeavor to make 
a people responsible for his own opin- 


ion based upon prejudice, in which 
“the wish may be falher to tho 
thought.” Let the probable future 


course of the French-Canadian in his 
relations to the Empire be judged by 
what he has done in the past. 

The American revolution in 1775 at- 
tovked Canada, and would have made 
it parb of the United States of Amer- 
ica had they not found opposition 
froin the Frenef-Canadians. In the 
war of 1612-15 history tells of de Sal- 
aberry and bis Irench-Canadiaa 
troops who shed their blood and lost 
their lives in the British interest, In 
the Wenian raids of 1866 the willing- 
ness and the anxiety of the French- 
Canadian to risk that which a man 
holds dear was again shown in de- 
fense of Canadian territory. 

During the South African war there 
were a scoce desiring to volunteer 
for every one selected from the Proy- 
ince pf Quebec. What will the 
Prench-Canadians do in the futuce % 
My answer is, what they have done 
in the past. ‘Their actions speak 
louder than pessimistic prophecy. 

As an Engjish-speaking Canadian, 
and as a Protestant, I judge these 
people from what I know; from a 
personal experience and a close inti- 
macy with the public men, as well 
as the rank and file of the province. 
Not though by a cursory glance of 
two or three days, but of years cx- 
tending beyond a quarter of a cen- 
tury. If the general principle stands, 
and it is incontrovertible, that the 
suspicion of ill-will invariably ore- 
ates it, this might also be applied in 
a@ general way to the discussion of 
what some people, forgetting that a 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing, 
term the so-cafled French problem in 
Canada. ‘To continue to cast up to 
tkese people from time to time that 
they are not'to be trusted; that they 
have no aspirations characteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon; that in the event 
of a general wan they are! more like- 
ly to take sides with the enemies 
than with the allies of Great Bri- 
tain; and let this continue to be done 
in influential quarters and apparent- 
ly with authority, and dragon’s teeth 
may be shown. But trust these peo- 
ple as they deserve to be trusted, and 
there need not be any anxiety as ta 
the future.

of the town more at heart than he 
has.” 

President Kennedy—'I trayel a 

food deal, and I continually ‘hear 
Lindsay spoken of as a good town. 
with well-to-da merchants. The peo- 
ple outside believe more in Lindsay 
than our own citizens. I believe that 
Lindsay is better off than any other 
town of its size.” 
Mr. McLaughlin expressed himself 
freely as to the relative merits of 
Lindsay and Peterboro. He did not 
believe that the merchants of Peter: 
boro compared at all with those of 
Lindsay, but wey had two or tkreo 
men who had brought industries such 
as the Camadian General Electric, the 
Cereal Works, eto., which had in- 
creased the population by some 1500.

IRELAND’S WASTE LANDS. 


Three Million Acres Could Profitably be 
Planted. 

It is estimated that there are 150,- 
000 acres of waste lands in Ireland 
which are capable of  reclama- 
tion for agriculture, and it is esti- 
mated that the cost of reclamation 
would be £6 10s. per acre, or £9,- 
750,000 in all, Reclamattion of waste 
jand in other vountries, which are, 
however, self-governed, has been car- 
ried out on far greater scales at a 
far greater cost, The Dutch Goy- 
ernment drained Lake Haarlem, 
transforming it into 45,000 acres of 
meadow £19 


at a cost of @n acre, 
and they pumped out about hall a 
million acres of the Zuyder Ze 


cost of £18 an acre, and I un 
the work was so reproductive that 
they sold the land at £34 an aore, 
Does anyone suppose that a National 
Government in Ireland would be less 
ready Lhan the Dutch Government to 
undertake the fanless heroic scheme 
of reclamation which would so gat. 
ly develop this country ? The capital 
necessary for this work could eas- 
uy be supplied out of the amount of 
our present over-taxation. 

Mr. Howitz, the eminent Dutoh 
forest conservator, mudo a special re- 
port on Ireland, and declared that 
had the forests of [reland been pro- 
tected and forested they would now 
represent a value of £100,000,000. In 
eyery olhor European country forests 
are regarded ag a great national as- 
set. In Ireland they have beon ruth- 
Jessly destroyed. It has been  esti- 
mated, on the basis of caloulation of 
Mr. Howitz and various experts, that 
there are 3,000,000 acres of tand in 
Ireland which could profitably be 
planted, and it is caleulated that al- 
though sucht an operation would need 
an annual expenditure of a_large sum 
for twenty-five years, at the end of 
that time there would result an on- 
nual profit of about £3,000,000 a year, 
This operation also would be Sy 
had Ireland wt her disposal for works 
of national ulility the millions which 
are now wrung from her year after 
year and oxpended without a thought 
of the well-being of the nation, t 
have said nothing at all about uny- 
| thing in Lhe nature of restitution of 
tho millions, the hundreds pf millions, 
robbed from us during the fast hun- 
dred years, ospociadly since 1858, In 
shamless violation of what English- 
men call the treaty of the union, —

| FRENCH CANADIANS 


LOYAL 10 BRITAIN. 


England, Replies to 

Rov. Dr. Bitehott, of Austrutia, who 
Intely visited Canada, has been writ- 
ing in the London Mail u series of 
uclicles on this country, in the course 
of which he made some comments oo 
the French-speaking and Catholic 
population of this Province that have 
called forth o letter to the English 
press from the pen of Mr, W. T. R. 
Preston, Canadian Emigration Com- 
missioner in London, We make 
some extracts from Mr. Preston's Jet- 
ter: 3 

The peculiar position of che French 
race in Canada is an enigma which 
an outsider has some difficulty in 
understanding, but he has no diffi- 
oully whatever in misunderstanding 
Given a Franco-phobian to begia 
with, a Protestant who can seo no 
food in ‘Mother Church” surround 
him with narrow seoturian influences 
on the occasion of a brief visit to 
Canada, and, when Providense has en- 
dowed him with a brilliant imagins- 
tion, he finds a text for that most 
exaggerated yiews respecting the po- 


sition of (he Catholic church in the | 


Dominion. 

A cursory glance at the situation 
in that part of bis Majesty’s Domin- 
ion might have the impression that 
all that has recently appeared in the 
columns of “The Daily Mail,” under 
the title of ‘An Winpire of Mixed 
Tints,” should be accepted without 


question. But a more careful study 
of the question, a deeper insight in- 
to the characteristics of the Frencb- 
Canadian, or, in a word, a study of 
the facts of ithe case, and instead of 
expressions illuminated by imaginat- 
ive fears, it will be found that there 
is much to justify the contention that 
in the French race in Canada, the 
British Empire has neither occesion 
for alarm or anxiety, 


I'RIVILEGES OF THE CATHOLIC 
CHURCH. 


The Catholic clergy collect tithes 
upon agricultural holdings from their 
adherents in the Province of Quebeo. 
The Church of England do likewise 
in ‘the United Kingdom. The right to 
collect tithes were conferred upon the 
chureh by. Great Britain. If the ad- 
herents of the church do not object 
to paying tithes and there is no evi- 
dence that they do, it seems some- 
what questionable whether Protest- 
ants have any occasion to interfere. 
Beyond that, however, any author- 
ity which the Catholic church has in 
this particular was conferred by the 
British under the Treaty of Paris 
and wag granted to them in the prac- 
tice of their religion ‘‘as far as [t is 
consistent with the British law.” and 
it is only within the lines allowed 
by ‘British Jaw that this right is ob- 
served, 

It is true that Catholic church pro- 
perty in the Province of Quebec is 
untaxed. And it is also true that all 
chureh property throughout the en- 
tire Dominion of Canada is untaxed. 
Therefore the principle of untaxed 
ptoperty is no greater offence in the 
application to Catholics than to Pro- 
testants. The clergy may represent 
the ratepayers on the Municipal Ed- 
ucational Bourds, but these Boards 
are subject by the laws of the prov- 
ince to a Central Committee of Ed- 
ucation, the majority of this super- 
vising board being lay and not cleri- 
eal. When the impression is conyey- 
ed that the educational institutions 
of the provinces are simply additions 
to ‘the Catholic church the inference 
is neither fair nor just. 

If the charge was true that the 
clergy of the Catholic church “maa- 
age” the educational facilities of the 
Province of Quebeo they would {indeed 
deserye commendation rather than 
otherwise. This maligned province 
has a public school system more sat- 
isfactory in its mode, manner and re- 
sults than che educational system 
that is proyided for the masses in 
England. 


CLERICAL INFLUENCE IN 
POLITICS. 


If the ruling spirit in the govern- 
ment of Quebeo, whether in munioi- 
pal or provincial polities, for the last 
century and a half has been the 
Chureh, then the church should be 
ongratuluted on the result of its 
labors. And I might base this com- 
mendation on the character of the 
population, a people about whose so- 
briety there can be no question; a 
people respecting whose intense in- 
torest in responsible government no 
one can deny; a people who stand 
out olear and distinct as religious, 
virtuous, progressive, ambitious and 
successful, Surely then it might be 
said that the Church had done its 
work well. But it is not truo that 
the Church is the predominant —in- 
fivence in the government of the Pro- 
vince. In the carly history of the 
country, under Che government ca- 
tablished by France, the Churoh was 
given a promiuent place. And the 
Church until comparatively recent 
years undoubtedly exercised an in- 
fluence on the politioal life of the 
populace, but that situation has 
ceased, Tt may not have ceased be- 
cause the provincial olerzy desired a 
change, but it finajlly oame to an ond 
by an edict from Rome in the timo 
of the late Supreme Pontiff, whon. 
after an enquiry by the present PV 
pal Scoretary of Stato, Qardinal Mer 
ry del Val, orders were issued from 
Rome prohibiting the clergy from in- 
terforing in Lhe government or polt 
tics in the province.

a people responsible for his own opio- 
ion based upon prejudice, in wleich 
j‘tthe wish may be father to the 
thought.” Let the probable future 
| eourse of the French-Canadian in his 
| relations to the Empire be judged by 
‘what he has done ia the past. 

The American reyolution in 1775 at- 
tacked Canada, and would have made 
it part of the Umited States of Amer- 
ica had they not found opposition 
from the Prench-Canadians. {n the 
war of J&12-16 history tells of de Sal- 
aberry and his Wreneh-Canadian 
troops who shed their blood and Jost 
their lives in the British interest, In 
the Fenian raids of 1866 the willing- 
ness and the anxiety of the French- 
Canadian to risk that which o man 
holds dear was again shown in de- 
fense of Canadian territory. 

During the South African war there 
were a score desiring to vofuntcer 
for every one selected from the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. What will the 
French-Canadians do in the future 
My answer is, what they have doe 
in the past. ‘Their actions speak 
louder than pessimistic prophecy. 

As an English-speaking Canadian, 
and as a Protestant, I judge these 
people from what I know; from a 
personal experience and a close inti- 
macy with the public men, as well 
as the rank and file of the province. 
Not though by a cursory glance of 
two or three days, but of years ex- 
tending beyond a quarter of a cen- 
tury, If the general principle stands, 
and it is incontrovertible, that the 
suspicion of ill-will invariably cre- 
ates it, this might also be applied in 
a general way to the discussion of 
what some people, forgetting that a 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing, 
term the so-cafled French problem in 
Canada, To continue to cast up to 
these people from time to time that 
they are not to be trusted ; that they 
have no aspirations characteristic of 
the Anglo-Saxon; that in the event 
of a general wan they are more like- 
ly to take sides with the enemies 
than with the allies of Great Bri- 
tain; and Jet this continue to be done 
in influential quarters and apparent- 
ly with authority, and dragon's teeth 
may be shown. But trust these peo- 
ple as they deserve to be trusted, and 
there need not be any anxiety as to 
the future.

POTATO ROT AND ITS CAUSE. 


Two Forms of the Disease — How to 


j Cure it—Information Wanted. 
The November, 1904, crop bulletin 
of the Ontario Bureau of Indus-

Finally, 
the potato becomes a mass of black 
fhe stem of the potato 
may or may not be affested: in the 
former case the base of the steais 
become discolored and black, then the 
leaves above wilt and the entire stem 
fallx over, If a piece of diseased 
stem is cut open, the fibrous strands 
in it (the fibro-vascular bundles) will 
by found black to brown in color. 

The cause of the “blight” which 
particularly affects the leaves is a 
fungus, and the Bordeaux mixtare 
properly made and applied will hold 
this disease in check, but tho wet 
or soft ret cannot be managed by 
spraying with this mixture, beoause 
che disease is in the roots and tubers 
sad hence cannot be got at. The 
aause of the “rot” disease is a bac- 
terium, a minute rod about 1-20,000 
of an inch long, which grows with 
Rreat rapidity in the tissues of the 
potato and secretes 4 substance that 
gas a dissolving actien on the cell 
walls which hold the starch and oth- 
er contents of the cell in place, When 
these cell walls are dostroyed the po- 
tato becomes watery and soft, putre- 
faction sets in and the tuber is de- 
stroyed. 

The bacteriological department of 
the Ontario Agricultural College,

The same question has 
many times been usked in our own 
country, and the only answer that 
seems to bedortheoming is that the 
country, people prefer the attractions 
of city life, thinking perhaps that 
they can make a living easier there 
than in the rural sections. In this 
connection it is important to note 
that conditions: are being rapidiy 
changed so that cauntry life will in 
a short time afford about as many 
attractions and as many comforts of 
living as do the cities. Perhaps the 
three foremost agencies in this work 
are the daily rural mail delivery, the 
trolley car and the telephone. In 
many parts of the rural sections the 
trolley car today takes the farmer 
and his family to-and from. the 
towns and cities, while the telephone 
enables them tg hold discourse with 
neighbors and thus assists in re- 
iueving the monotony frequentiy_es- 
soviated with life in the country. In 
a large section of the South, Riding 
of Oxford toe telepbone is in very 
general use and it ts only a matter 
of time until there are many trolley 
lines in the conntry..

FALL PRUNING OF VINES AND BUSH 
FRUITS. 


Pruning Hints—What to do With Rasp- 

* berry and Cooseberry Bushes. 
Aas soon as the Jeaves are off in 
the autumn much of the pruning of 
yines and bush fruits may be done 
to wetter advantage than By leaving 
it till next spring. Much, of course, 
depends upon the locality, In south- 
ern sections, where no winter protec- 
tion of vines and bushes is needed. 
the pruning) may be left till some 
conyenient time during the early 
spring, but in northern sections, 
where grapes and berry bushes have 
to be taid down in the fall and coy- 
ered with earth or othen covering be- 
fore winter sets in, it 
to do the pruning before such cover- 


is advisable 


ing is necessary. 3 
Currant and gooseberry bushes are 
so hardy that they need no winter 
protection, even in the north, and 
they leaf out so early in the spring 
that it is well to have them pruned 
in the fall. It is best to grow them 


in the bush form, allowing about six 
canes to the bush. And as the best 
fruit is borne on wood not more than 

years oid, it is well to adopt 
Al systewm ol pruning, where- 


each year. This can be, done by cut- 
ting out twa of the oldest canes each 
year, and allowing two of the new 
caves to take their places. In this 
way the whole bush is renewed in 
three years. The ends of the new 
growth should be shortened enough 
to keep the bush symme| 
Raspberries and blackberries bh: 
peer pts: Foote bor biennial canes; 
that is, the roots live through a num- 
ber of years, but the canes die after 
fruiting at the end of the second 


La. 


season, Some kinds have more or 
‘Jess oof an annual fruiting habit; 
that is, they bear fruit and die in 
one season. With such b 


the annual pruning consis 
ting out all the canes which have 
borne fruit. The new canes also 
should be thinned out so as to leave 
only six or eight of the best canes 
to each bush; or if the bushes are 
grown in the hedge row instead of 
the hill 5 em, the thitning, should 
teaye the canes six or eight inches 
apart in the row. 

As to whether the tops of raspber- 
ry or blackberry bushes should be 
headed back in the fall depends 
largely upon the locality. In sections 
where ‘the canes do not kill back in 
the winter, they, may be! headed back 
in the fall; but where the canes have 
ca ba laid down and covered, or where 
they ill back more or less during 
the winter, it is best to leave the 
heading back till spring, when they 
can be cut back to sound wood, The 
height to which sound canes should 
be cut back varies from three to 
five fect, depending upon the vigor of 
(be bush. 

There are almost as many systems 
of training the grape vine as there 
are kinds of grates, but for northecn 
sections one of the low arm renewal 


systems is best, as this facilitates 
the laying down and covering of the 
yines where that is necessary. In 
southern sections the Kniffen or one 
of the high arm systems is more con- 
venient. Whatever method of train- 
{ing aay be adopted, the main object 
|of the annuaf pruning, 8 ito remove 
all superfluous wood and reduce the 
| vine to just what is sufficient to bear 
|a full crop of fruit. Thirty on forty 
buds is usually all that is necessary, 
| and these should be evenly distribut- 
'ed over the vine.—H. L. Hutt, B.S.A.

THE DEATH OF DANIEL SULLIVAN, 
A HALIBURTON CO. FARMER, 


Roveals Somo Susplolous Circumstances 
—May bo an Invostigation. 
From Wednesday's Daily. 

As mentioned in a brief paragraph 
yesterday, Dr. Burrows, Coroner, was 
called lo Kinmount (yesterday by Ww 
communication fromm Dr. Frost, to 
make some enquiries into the death 
of a mam named Daniel Sullivan, who 
lived about cight miles north of the 
village. ‘ 

The facts as gleaned by the Coron- 
er are briefly these; Sullivan drove 
in the yillage Sunday evening and 
seoured from Dr. Frost a bottle of 
medicine containing umong other in- 
gredients a slight ~ quantity of 
slryehnine—aobout a grain in 64dos- 
os. Before leaving the village he be- 
came intoxicated, und on his way 
home {fell out of the buggy and was 
injure His young son, who was 
driving, gol him home. During the 
night he became ill and vomited, but 
insisted Lhat be was all right, and 


so was left alone. Next morning he 
was found dead. 

Dr. Prost was called in and found 
one of lhe ribs depressed—a result 
of the fall the previous evening. He 
certified that death had ensued from 
natural causes, and issued ao burial 
permit. Neighbors then began tall- 
ing to the effect that the medicine 
could not be found and that Sulli- 
yan's hound had been found dead— 
presumably poisoned—tho sume morn- 
ing as his master. 

Dr. Burrows returned this morn- 
ing, but will go north again if a 
proper request for an investigation 
is made by the family or magistrate.

On his 
ranch near Medicine Hut Mr. . has 
some four hundred head of choice cat- 
ttle.

This is an immense con- 
trast to the West, where the very 
opposite is an absolute necessity in 
cattle ranching. On the ranches we 
have got to have dry grass to feed 
our cattle in order to harden the 
beef and finish fattening the animal 
in a way/that will enable it tostand 
shipping. If we had green grass as 
you have here we would have a poor 
sample of ranch cattle. They would 
not fatten properly or harden. 

“The season fer shipping cuir cat- 
tle extends from the last week in 
July to the ist of September. The 
larger majority are shipped east to 
Winnipeg and Hochelaga, but this 
year we have shipped a considerable 
number to Toronto Junction. Prices 
depreciate the minute the shipping 
s¢ason is over, and also in tlfe event 
of a hard winter. a 

"Medicine Hat is situated 655 miles 
west of Winnipeg and on the main 
line of the C.P.R. and the town has 
a very promising future before it and 
is making rapid progress. We don't 
need electricity—we use nothing but 

NATURAL GAS, 

which supplies everything and is by 
far the cheapest. We use it [eth for 
fuel and light purposes. The gas is 
used for power purposes in much the 
same manner as you use the gasoline 
engine, and has been i#use there for 
some five or six years. The town 
sunk and owns its own wells, some 
five shallow ones and one large one, 
and ithey sell the gas to the citizens 
at 171-2 cents per 1,000 feet in the 
summer and 35 cents per 1,000 fect in 
the winter. The manufacturers’ rate 
is the normal town rate for the first 
1000 feet and 10 cents a foot over 
that point. One of the town wells 
has a pressure of 145 lbs to the sq. 
inch and gas is obtained at a depth 
of from 230 feet to 1,500 fect, the 
wells varying. In “the Hat” there is 
no need for lange elevators, but we 
have large flour mills. 

“The difference in t¥e climate here 
and there is ver} noticeable. Wery 
shortly after you leaye Winnipeg for 
the east the climate becomes 

DAMP, MOIST AND COOL. 

“J noticed a material change in 
Lindsay since my Jast trip — the 
County town is forging ahead. Its 
fine granolithic walks are yery no- 
ticable, and also the good business 
blocks. ‘There is also a change in 
ihe country—the farmers are dis- 
playing thetr prosperity in the erect- 
fon of large barns and moderp look- 
ing residences. _There is a general 
improvement also in the appearance 
of the farms. 

“Living is more expensive in the 
West than hore. «At Medicine Hat 
the ©. P. R. are making improve - 
ments and are erecting, a new sta- 
tion. They have also sunk their own 
fas well, The populationis growing 
—we have thirteeu school teachers in 
two schools. Winnipeg is also going 
ahead very; rapidly, but in my opinion 
Edmonton will soon compare with 
Winnipeg.

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TRAFALGAR DAY AT ST. PAUL'S. 


Inspiring Sermon by Rev. C. H. 


to the Sons of England. 

The Sons of England, accompanied 
by a number of visiting Oddfellows 
attended St. Paul's church on Sunday 
Jast, 22nd, services being held in com- 
memoration of the Centenary of the 
battle of Trafalgar. There were spe- 
cial prayers taken from those uap- 
pointed for use at sea, for the s 
ors and fleet, and from the Acces 
siou Service, with one composed by 
Bishop Welldon for the oceasion. Ap- 
propriate and stirring hymns were 
sung. with an anthem, Mrs. F. A. 
Waiters and Mr. W. Perkins tasiug 
the solos. 

Tho Rector preached from Ps. 126 =3, 
“Yhe Lord hath done great things for 
us, whereof we are glad.” He first 
showed how these words were used 
long ago by the people of Israel on 
their being freed from the 70 years 
of slavery in Bubylon and returning 
to their own beloved Jand of Pales- 
tine. He contrasted their sadness as 
recorded in Psalm 137, “By the rivers 
‘of Babylon. we sat down and wept, 
when we remembered Zion,” etc., with 
their joy on release and return from 
slavery, as expressed in Psalm 126, 
“When the Lord turned again the 
captivity of Zion, then were we like 
unto them that dream, then was our 
mouth filled with laughter and our 
tongue with joy,” ete. Then they 
sang, “The Lord hath done great 
things for us; whereof we are glad.” 
They gave God the praise, and re 
joiced in Him. 

And could not—fea, should not — 
Britons say, in iooking over their hi) 
tory, “The Lord hath done grear 
things for us?’ And one of the great 
things is the deliverance or victory 
we commemorate to-day. Dowards 
the close of tha 18th century it seem- 
ed as if England might shortly be- 
come a second-rate power. She had 
lost her thirteen { 

AMERICAN CONONIES, 
unable, to retain them. A thought- 
ful writer said, “The closing years of 
the iSth century were a dark period 
for England, The French Rey- 
olution had filled the minds of Eng- 
fishmen with terror and dismay. 
“And certain men calling them: 
‘patriots’ sympathized with these new 
doctrines. The King had been vio 
tently mobbed on hi ay to Parlia- 
ment, Tom Paine’s “Rights of Man” 
was widely read. Tn order to sub- 
aidize the continental powers in their 
war with Prance, taxes were heaped 
upon taxes, and the national debt was 
rising by leaps and bounds. Im 1797 
the Bank of England stopped pag- 
ment and the impoverished people 
subscribed two miilions of money 
($10,000,000) to carry on the war. 
Bonaparte was gaining victory after 
viatory. and soon afterwards he 
formed his grand scheme for the in- 
yasion of England.” 

But the spirit of God was at the 
Samo time breathing on the hearts 
of carnest mon.

Elis 
three great viotories, whioh secured 
the naval supremacy of Great Brie 
tain, were, as is well known: Tho

{he predominant feature of the Brit- 
ish fleet. For myself, individually, 
I commit my life to Him who made 
me, and may His blessing light upon 
my endeavors for serving my country. 
faithfully. To Him I resign myself 
and the just cause which is entrusted 
to me to defend.’ As the fleet got 
under way, and there floated out 
from the masthead of the “Victory™ 
the signal that hae ever since beeo 
the watchword of the British sai’, 
or and a high incentive to duty,’ 
“England expects every man to da’ 
his duty,” surely every man must 
have striven that day to do hia duty, 
else 27 ships of the line and 4 fri- 
gates would scarcely have vanquish— 
ed the 33 ships of the line and 7 large 
frigates of the Prench and Spanisb, 
nor such a victory, been won that for 
@ hundred years Britain has remain~ 
ed “Mistress of the Seas.” ‘ 
May we not say, with no vain 
boasting, no yulgar self-pride, with 
full Enowledgze of the many things 
that as amation “we have done that 
we ought not, and left undone that 
we ought to have done,” that, by the 
Grace of God Britain has, on the. 
whole, nsed her ~ t 
POWER ON THE SEA " 

for the benefit of nations — for the 
open door into all Jands, the protec 
tion of the weak, for liberating of 
the slave (so thet the pirate shipand 
slave trader along need fear her), for 
the carrying of the good things she

| RAILWAYS TIED UP 


I 
Strikers Paralyze Seven Ost of 


Nine Running Into Moscow. 
THE SITUATION IS SERIOUS 


City Has'No Means of Communication 
Except With St. Petersburg and 
the Baltic Provinces—Attempt Will 

Be Made to Resume Traffic by 
Putting:Railway Battalions Into 
Moscow as Strike-Breakers. 


Moscow, Oct. 23.—Traffic on seven 
of the nine main trunk arteries of 
commerce radiating from Moscow was 
completely paralyzed yesterday by 
the railroad strike, and the commer- 
cial heart of Russia has been shut off 
from all communication with the rest 
of the empire, except with a narrow 
section to the northwestward, includ- 
ing St. Petersburg and the Baltic pro- 
vinces. 

The Government has ordered the 
railroad battalions of the army to pro- 
ceed to Moscow and take the place 
of the strikers, for the purpose of re- 
storing traffic. 

Assumes Serious Aspect. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 23—The striice 
of railroad employes assumed a 
serious aspect yesterday when, with 
the three great trunlc lines out of 
Moscow, completely tled up, and the 
other Moscow roads embarrassed, 
trains were stopped on the branch 
road from Nizhni Novogorod. The 
Pan-Russian Union Railway employes 
haye issued a call for a general strike 
on. all the railroads of Russla. 

The demands of the men are purely 
political, and therefore it Is expected 
the strike will last only long enough 
to serve as a demonstration, 

The Goyernment is prepared in case 
the strike effects the Nicholai Rail- 
road, or the lines to Berlin and 
Vienna, to order the mobilization of 
the railroad battalions of the army in 
order to keep communications open 
between Moscow and St. Petersburg, 
and abroad, but it hopes the strike en- 


thusiasm of the workmen will ex- 
haust itself in a few days. 
Elections In November. 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 23—The elec- 


tions to the National Assembly will 
«commence in the mlddle.of November. 
The Governor ‘of Kaluga Province 
yesterday {issued the first alection or- 
der, fixing Noy. 12 as the date for the 
preliminary election.

Twenty-Two Lives Lost On the 
Sunken Lake Ships. 


STORY OF THE MINNEDOSA 


Crew, Knowing the Worst, Cut Tow 
In Order to Prevent Othor 
Tows From Going Down With 
Their Craft — Barge Tasmania 
Sinks In Lake Erie—Expect to 
Hear of Other Disasters. 


Line 


Chicago, Oct. 23—Latest returns 
from the storm which swept the great 
lakes for thirty-six hours, sbusiding 


Salurday morning, increase the known 
death list to twenty-two and the num~ 
Dor of vessels, elther lost or badly dam- 
aged, to forty-two. Muony boats are 
missing, and It Is feared that these 
figures represent but oa molety of the 
gale’s victims. 

It Js known that fifteen more men 
elther are In imminent perll or already 
haye been drowned, The death lst 
probably will be swollen to thirty-six. 

The barge Tasmania went down with 
its crew of seven off Halse Island, dn 
Lake Wrle, Friday morning. It also 
‘deyeloped that the schooner Jones cap- 
sized In Lake Michigan, off Ludington, 
Thursday night. Wour suryivors of its 
crew and two bodies were picked up 
Saturday. A number of other wrecks 
in which the crews were sayed also 
were reported Saturday. 


CUT THE TOW ROPE. 


Crew of the Minnedosa Go Down Sav- 
ing Others. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 28—For a paltry 
few hundred dollars, the price of an 
increase in cargo, nine lives were snuf- 
fed out in the gale off Harbor Beach 
early Friday morning, when the schoon- 
er Minnedosa went to the bottom with 
her 75,000 bushels of wheat. 

The story is told by Capt. Alex. Mil- 
ligan of the steamer Westmount and 
Capt. R. A. Davey of the schooner 
Melrose, as ‘their boats passed here yes- 
terday. 

All the way from Fort William, 
where the Westmount, Minnedosa and 
Melrose took on the last of their car- 
goes last Monday, the boats shoved 
their noses Into the fierce winds and 
mountain waves. 

True to Their Comrades. 

In that final battle, elght miles off 
Warbor Beach, knowing thelr overload- 
ed craft was doomed, the heroic crew 
of the Minnedosa, the first consort, cut 
the tow line connecting with the Mel- 
rose, the second consort, to prevent the 
latter being dragged to the bottom. 

When those nine lives were swallow- 
ed up, not a cry was heard. Not a 
warning of peril came from the Minne- 
dosa, and the crews of the steamer and 
of the other consort did not know 
when the sinking took place. 

Mate John Black of Kingston, stand- 
ing on the steel steamer, looked aft one 
moment, and the Minnedosa was 
plunging from crest to trough, creaking 
and snapping in the gale, that was 
breaking her to pieces. 

Back of her, the Melrose was scarce- 
ly discernible in the darkness. She 
had been cut loose from the schooner 
ahead and was fighting it alone. 

As In a Moment. 

The mate turned to speak to Capt. 
Milligan. Again he looked. 

“My God, captain, where is the Min- 
nedosa?’ he yelled above the storm. 

The Minnedosa had disappeared. 

‘When the steamer’s steel cable that 
held the Minnedosa in tow was pulled 
in, the tow post of the sunken schoon- 
er was rooted from its fastenings and 
hoisted to the rail of the steamer. The 
tow-line had not broken. 

For six long hours the captain of 
the ‘Westmount tried to pick up the 
Melrose. Finally, at daybreak, thd 
Westmount succeeded in her thirtieth 
attempt to throw her a line, and the 
Melrose was towed to Harbor Beach 
shelter. 

‘Those who went down with the Min- 
nedosa were: Capt. John Phillips, 
Kingston, Ont.; Mrs. Phillips, captain's 
wife; Arthur Waller, mate, Nova Sco- 
tia; George McDermott, Belleville, Ont.; 
James Allen, Nova Scotia, a passenger, 
and three sallors, names unknown to 
the captain of either the Westmount 
or Melrose, and whose homes are be- 
lieved to be at Kingston, 

Siberia Founders. 

Buffalo, Oct. 23.—The steamer Siberia 
of Cleveland foundered on the Cana- 
dian shore of Lake Wrie Saturday af- 
ternoon. Capt. Benham and the entire 
crew were rescued. 


Cc. P. R. Freight Conductor Killed. 

Toronto Junction, Oct. 23-—TIred 
O'Dell, a C. P. R. freight train con- 
ductor, was struck by an engine in the 
Cc. P. R. yards at 10.15 p. m, Saturday 
and so badly injured that he died 
twenty minutes afterwards. He had 
been in the car checker's office and 
had just come out and was walking 
across the tracks to his own train when 
the engine of train No, 61 backed upon 
him so suddenly in the darkness that 
he had not time to get out of the way 
before it struck him, No one saw the 
accident. 


This Boy Hanged Himself. 
‘London, Oct. 23—The 16-year-old 
son of Thomas McMillan of concession 
B, lot 28, Dorchester, committed sui- 
cide by hanging ‘himself from an apple 
tree, in which he had been picking ap- 
ples Saturday afternoon, The cause of 
his rash act is not Icnown, as he was in 
the ‘best of health, was not in debt, 
had good prospects, and, it is sald, 
was not mixed up In any love affatr.

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IN HONOR OF NELSON 


One Hundredth Anniversary of 
His Immortal Death. 


BRIEF HISTORICAL RECORD 


Story of the Immortal Watchword 


Which He Left Behind to Animate 
Britons Everywhere — Tributes 
From Canada For Use To-day 
In England — School Children 
Celebrations In Dominion. 


Lo-don, Oct, 21—One hundred years 
ago to-day was fought the battle of 
Trafalgar, still the greatest naval com- 
pat to which history bears record, and 
only equalled in importance to the 
British people by the defeat of the 
great Armada, It was In September, 
1805, Nelson took command of the 
British fleet, for the first time in his 
own absolute control. On October 19 
his long Ine of frigates, stretching 60 
miles from Cadiz into the Atlantic, 
signalled to the main fleet ithe news 
that the enemy had put out to sea, On 
the evening of the following day the 
French and Spanlsh fleets wore sight- 
ed, and the morning of Oct. 21 dis- 
closed the enemy formed in close line 
of battle. 

Nelson’s Immortal Watchword. 

The story of the battle does not need 
to be told. Nelson had 27 ships of the 
line and four frigates; Villeneuve 33 
ships of the line and seven frigates 
The odds in ships and still more in 
men and weight of metal were henyily 
against the Brilish commander. But 
he had a serene confidence in his cap- 
tains and his men, hls plan of attacl 
had been worked out to the last detail, 
and was thoroughly understood As 
the Victory, his flagship, slowly ap- 
proached the allied fleets, and in his 
own words, “to amuse” his fleet with a 
signal, he proposed to telegraph, “Net- 
son confides that every man will do his 
duty” — ultimately changed to the 
classic signal and immortal watchword, 
“Rngland expects that eyery man will 
do his duty.” 

Nelson’s Death. 

At a quarter past 1 o'clock Nelson 
received his death wound from one of 
the sharpshooters In the mizzentop of 
the French ship, “Redoubtablé,” but he 
lingered on till half-past four, long 
enough to know the decisive character 
of his victory. Dylng as he had lived, 
he was frequently overheard to mutter, 
“Thank God, Ishave done my duty,” 
his last whisper being, “God ond my 
country.” So passed the man who, in 
his devotion to duty, has been univer- 
sally accepted as the embodiment of 
the ideal held best and highest by the 
British people. 

An Interesting Tribute. 

By C. A. P.—Among the most inter- 
esting tributes in connectlon with the 
Nelson celebrations from the colonies 
say the daily papers, is an immense 
autumn-tinted maple leaf bearlng an 
anchor lichen and the emblems of the 
rose, shamrock and thistle from Vic- 
toria and Esquimalt branch of the 
Navy League. At the service held 
at the foot of the column yesterday 
afternoon the agents-general of the 
colonies were all present.

Catharines’ wreath at the centenary 
dinner given in the Fishmongers’ Hall 
Thursday night, where a cablegram 
was read from Admiral Togo express- 
ing his everlasting admiration and de- 
yotion for the great admiral. 

At the Capital. 

Ottawa, Oct. 21.—The school chil- 
dren’s celebration of Nelson Day, to 
have taken place on Parliament Hill 
yesterday afternoon, was postponed 
until to-day owing to a heavy down- 
pour of rain all night. The Governor- 
General will arrive at 11 o'clock, the 
scholars taking up their position halt 
an hour earlier. 

The Day In Montreal. 

Montreal, Oct. 21.—Trafalgar Day 
will be celebrated here to-day with 
eclat. The ceremony will include the 
laying of the floral tributes at the base 
of the Nelson statue. Speeches will 
be delivered by Mr. Justice Davidson, 
Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, Rey. Mr. 
Jekill, lieutenant-colonel of the 11th 
Battallon Argenteull Rangers, and 
others. Prof. Stephen will read Kip- 
ling’s ‘Recessional,” and the ceremon- 
jes will conclude with the National 
Anthem. 

In Ontario's Capital. 

Toronto, Oct. 21—Thirty-five thous- 
and Public School children and High 
School students of the City of Toronto 
yesterday afternoon supplied a Ink In 
the great chain of celebrations through- 
out the British Empire, in commemor- 
ation of the Nelson centenary, and the 
historle victory on Trafalgar Bay.

I 
may says that, as an example, taking 
fourth-class freight alone on a 500- 
mile haul, if our rates during the past 
‘two decades had been equal to the Tates

G. T. R. and the G. P. R. in eastern 
Canada, we would have had an addi- 
tional earning on that classification 
alone sufficient to wipe out all the de- 
ficits which have been created in that 
time. 

“The rates on the Intercolonial were 
established with a view to stimulating 
the commerce of the Dominion, and 
especially the interprovincial and ex- 
port trade. The canal tolls were abol- 
ished with the object of helping the 
commerce of Ontario and Quebec, and 
the export traffic out of the ports of 
Montreal and Quebec, without any ex- 
pectation that it would help the bust- 
ness Interests or the export traffic of 
the Maritime Provinces. Tr it is fair to 
operate the canals of Canada at an an- 
nual deficit in operation alone of a mil- 
lion dollars, without mentioning capital 
expenditure, there is surely nothing 
very unfair with respect to the opera- 
tion of the Intercolonial if the results 
of that operation tend to the advance- 
ment of the business interests of Can- 
ada” 

Mr. Emmerson spoke of the great ad- 
vance In communication between the 
eastern and the western provinces 
through the Intercolonial Rallway, and 
recalled that in his youth the Maritime 
Proyinees had much more to do with 
New England than with Quebec or On- 
tarlo. All that was now changed, 

Asked as to his view of management 
of the Intercolonial by a commission, 
Mr. Emmerson sald he was against tt, 
“The Government are responsible for 
the operation of the road under the 
Present method,” he sald. “Phey would 
be held responsible by the country if 
{t were operatea by a commission, and 
would therefore fear polltical results 
as they may be called on to fear them 
now. As long as the rallway Is known 
to be owned by the Government, the 
Government must stand or fall by the 
results, The Government is held re- 
sponsible now for what is done by the 
Transcontinental Rallway Commisston 
{n connection with that new line If 
the Intereojonial cannot be made to 
Pay its way under the present system 
I don't see how a Nigh-priced, pull.y 
commission could do it.”

While 
tho authorities believe Mrs. Hay- 
ward is one of the band of women 
—some in Chinese ports and others 
ip New York and San Francisco — 
who are inducing girls to go to 
China. they are unable tgo prosecute 
them because there is nol law prohib- 
iting the exportalion of Amer 
women to foreign countries. Mes. 
Hayward admitted yesterday that she 
had been in China, returning in June, 
1904, after o visit to friends in Hong 
Kong. She said iwo former Chica- 
fo Women, Mrs. Sadie La Graves and 
Mre. Ainsworth, who live in Hong 
Kong, have been visiting ber for tho 
last few months, and only left San 
Wrancisco for the Orient five days 
ago. These women, she said. had 
made annual visits to the United 
Slates. always stopping at hor house 
in Chicago.

In breeding 
even from good animals lowers the 
size und gencral make up of the an- 
imal. Thoré are no’ animals fit for 
the British trade. That requires a 
thtee year old steer, well dred, 
weighing 1800 Ibs, and in high con- 
dition, meal fed. There is too great 
a variety of breeds There is always 
somo one breed that is best adapted 
for the requirements and surroand- 
ings of cach locality, and attention 
should be confined to that one. A 
much higher price can be paid for a 
drove of the same grade and breed 
than for a miscellaneous outfit of 
every breed known.

Commissioners will Discipline Farmers 
and Stony Lake Cottagers.

The Commrssioners have authority 
to control the waters of the river 
for seven miles up stream. They are 
fosing no time im using that power, 
and a thorough investigation is be. 
ing made along beth banks, and all 
sewers and drains emptying into the 
Tiver are being closed uw: 
and stables bave been of 
removed and cleaned. A 
epee has been made along the river 
already, and the water must be a 
great deal better than it was, 
When seen by a Review represen- 
tative fast night. one of the Commis- 
sdiners said that in future no drain- 
nee Or setrage of any kind would be 
allowed in the river for the seven 
miles over which the Commissionera 
have con®ro!. But they do not pro- 
pose to stop even at that. They are 
going to get after the loeal Board of 
Health and have them order all sew- 
ase now emptying into the river at 
Leelteld stopped. Next year the 
cempers and cottagers at Stony Lake 
and all through that section will be 
terbidden to throw their sewage and 
refuse into the waters of the lake.

ANNUAL REPORT, 

Mr. Presidont aiid Members,--Your 
Secretary begs to submit the Loflow- 
ing summary of the work achieved 
during the year about to close: 

Since our last annus! meeting your 
Boaord of Management have met io 
regular mecting eleven times, and 
your Executive Committee hefd one 
Meeting. The average attendance of 
members was 7. 

The confidential reports 
from che Provincial Secretary were 
satisfactory. At, the time of our 
Jast annual meeting the Sosiety hud 
tho charge of an infant nearly two 
months old. It was kept here until 
it was six months old, when it was 
sent to the Provincial Scoretary for 
placement, thus relieving us of any 
further supervision of the child. — 

A new item of interest to the Soci- 
ety was the marriage of one of our 
wards, who had been liying near Nes- 
tleton. The guardian had no know- 
ledge of the girl’s intentions, and did 
not consent to the marriage. The 
matter was reported to the Proyin- 
cial Seoretary as soon as possible. 

In February a girl, apparently over

beon brought hore by request of Mag- 
istrato Pielding, of Haliburton, with 
a view of having her sent to the Pro- 
| yincial Seeretary, Mr. Kelso, in Tor- 
onto, This arraggement was our- 
ried out, and the girl is now doing 
‘well, While it seamed to be one of 
tho saddest cases wo ever had todeal 
with, yet the girl has proved herself 
worthy of all tho attention given to 
her by our Sooioty. 

In July the Sosiety assumed con- 
trol of two girls, aged 16 and 14, be- 
longnig’ to tho village of Bobcaygeon, 
Tho girM had appearod before County 
Polico Magistrate McSwoyn on in- 
formation given by a oitizen of tho 
village. The Magistrate doomed it 
proper to transfer tho guardianship 
of the girls to the O. A. S, and ob- 
tained the consent of their mother 
to this offoct, Tho older girl was 
placed with a family in the township 
of Manvors. Tho younger girl was 
found to be rather a difficult ward 
ta manage, so we laid tho caso before 
tho Magistrag, who committed her 
to tho Industrial Sebool subject sto 
tho npproval of the Provincial, Super- 
intendont, and soon the powers and 
abilities of the Provincial authorities 
and tho fitness of corrective institu- 
tions to retain those who were un- 
willing fo stay were tried and found 
unequal to the craft and cunning of 
this wayward girl. 

On Sept. 20th this same girl ap- 
peared before Magistrate McSweyn in 
police court in Bobcaygeon, 
ordered ‘by him to bo taken 
Toronto to the custody of Mr. Kelso, 
Provincial Superintendent. who had 
allowed her to return on probation 
—a privilege which sha deplorably ab- 
used, The girl was again taken to 
Toronto and placed as formerly. 

A brother of this girl got into dif 
ficulty through her bad influence oy- 
er him.

—Byidently tha Lindsay Society was 
accorded a great deal of sympathy 
and you should be grateful for 
You have the sympathy of the news 
papers—nowhere in the province is it 
given mora cheerfully.

How 
could this be done’ By soliciting, the 
clergymen, the Yown and County 
Councils, the school teachers and the 
chureh workers in the aims and do- 
ings of the Society, and very soon 
there would be an agreeable change. 

The Society needs an agent—v con- 
\scientious, Windly man—to travel the 
municipalities, take note of cases re- 
quiring attention, and at the same 
time interest the leading men in the 
work being carried on and the 
@reut usefulness to the State. Such 
a man would act as prosesoutor in 
many cases where neighbors refuse 
to act at present through fear or 
other causes. ‘The interest thus cre- 
ated in the Yoviety’s work would no 


menrber their needs when devising, 
money by will. Superintendent Kel- 
so had urged her to impress thia 
thought upon the Lindsay “Sooivty. 
As flor tho shelter for boys and girls 
referred to by President White, the 
idea was an admirable ong and should 
not be impossible of execution among 
a people of known generosity. Tho 
lockup or gaol was most assuredly. 
an unsuitable place to keep children 
even for a day. Oh, if the publio 
only realized how important a thing 
it is—how cheap a thing—to care for 
a boy or girl in lime! It cost for- 
merly $5 a week to maintain a boy 
at the Reformatory; at the Indus- 
trial School, Toronto, the rate is $3 
a week for boys and at the Girls? 
Sheltor the rate is $4. Tho number 
of boys and girls to be so maintuiu- 
ed is large and the cost great, yet 
for an average of $20 the Children’s 
Aid Sociely can take over a ohild,
